2. Each one is requested to make a pledge for (a) the support of 
the parish; (b) the support of the work of the Episcopal Church 
outside the parish. 

3. Envelopes will be provided for all who sign (unless they pre- 
fer to contribute in another way). 

4, All pledges should be placed in offering plates on or before 
November 15th. The pledges may be mailed to the Rectory. 

May I depend on you to consider this appeal seriously. 
Please do not lay this letter aside, considering that the supvort of 
your Church is not your responsibility. Every single one of us has a 
responsibility. Let us not shirk it. Will you also see that every 
member of your family reads this letter. 

There are about sixty members of the Parish serving in the 
Armed Forces. Many of them were regular contributors using the weekly 
envelopes Their offerings will be missed. Ye hope that others by 
taking envelopes, or increasing their present pledge, will offset this 
difference. 

I do hove that in the midst of this terrible world cataclysm 
you are praying for the deliverance of the nations from the destructior 
of war; that you are remembering all who are serving in the Armed For- 
ces of this Country; and that you are realizing your privilege and duty 
as a Church member to usher in, with all of God's people, a new and 
better order, wherein all men may dwell in the spirit of brotherhood.

THE PARISH, FAMILY LETTER 


December 15, 1942. 


My dear People: 


As the Christmas season approaches our minds go back to that quiet 
village in Judea where Jesus was born of Mary. What a spectacle the 
civilization that Jesus was born into! So much of misery and ignorance. 

Men striving against one another; greed and suspicion, ignorance and evil, 
battle and murder, 1900 years have passed. The nations are at war, and 
many of us go through our days with heavy hearts. A ray of hopefulness does 
shine thru all the dark clouds. It is the LIGHT that first shone in 
Bethlehem. 


"Lord now lettest thou thy servant depart in Peace", said St. Simeon, 
"for mine eyes have seen thy Salvation, a Light to lighten the Gentiles". 
To-day, over all the Earth Churches are proclaiming Jesus, His Way of Life, 
His Kingdom, His Coming Again. The Churches are not reaching the great 
masses of men with these Good Tidings. That is unfortunate. But we are not 
discouraged.

Let us take a few monents tor nahi what we > have ods, St. as Five ands a 
half acres of ground, three large. buildings end a garage, the whole of which prob- 
ably exceeds $400,000 in value. We have reccived this. property . as a trust from 


those who have gone on to the larger life. There is not once cent of indebtedness 
on this property, It is ours to use, to cherish, to maintain. The Church is in 
need of re-conditioning. The pews need painting; the walls are in a shabby state; 
the flooring must be changed, the lighting needs to be modernized, the sanctuary 
needs to be enlarged slightly. The amount needed will be at least $5000. To date 
about $2200 are in the fund. We do not want to make a person-to-person solicita- 
tion. We much prefer to give you an envelope and say, “Here, won't you help us 
with a liberal contribution?" Give cheerfully and eagerly. St. James’ is a great 
church, with a long history, We must build and beautify for a greater future. 


An envelope is enclosed. We ask you to use it during the summer, Let every 
adult endeavor to accumulate at least $2.50; every unemployed person and child at 
least one dollar. We hope that we may in this way secure $1500 or $2000. The in- 
tention of your Vestry Committee is to have all plans made, the funds available, 
and just as soon as conditions permit, to go ahead with the work. Do not fail us. 
Everyone take an interest in beautifying this historic House of Prayer.

War Department: The Adjutant General's Office 
Washington:, April 21, 1943. 


Dear Mrs, Bailey: It is with profound regret that I confirm my telegram of April 
17, 1943, announcing the death of your son, Private Thomas J. Bailey, Jr., as a 
result of enemy action in the North Atlantic on February 3, 1943. Your son was a 
passenger on a ship which was attacked shortly after midnight by an enemy submarine 
and sunk without warning.

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A letter from Seaman 1/c William Auld in the Southwest Pacific: 


"Itye been receiving the news letter and Forward Day by Day for quite some time 
now, I wish to thank you very much, I enjoy the news sheet immensely. Forward Day 
by Day may be small in appearance but in help, it is very big. 

"I have been overseas for fifteen monthes now and have covered just about all of 
the S.W. Pacific. Some places have been nice, others very active. I've had a thirty 
day rest in New Zealand. That is really a nice place. The people are really wonder- 
ful, they treat you like one of the family. Not just a select few but everyone. I 
really did enjoy myself. It is a memory I'll never forget. I am now in the Admiralty 
Islands and honestly believe this will be our last spot before we come back home. That 
is a beautiful place, home, You really don't know what you are missing till you have 
been thru a few tough times.

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THE REDECORATION OF ST. JAMES. At this writing the plasterer is preparing the 
walls for painting. Certain lighting fixtures have been removed. The mincralito 
flooring has been taken off under the pews, and the pine planks sanded, stained, and 
waxed, The mineralite flooring in the aisles and chancel has been sanded, stained and 
waxed. Forther work is needed on these sections, but it will await the final painting 
jobs. After the walls and ceiling are painted the Vestry will take up the matter of 
the pews. Work thus far contracted for is costing approximately $2000. There is much 
yet to be done; a wooden circular sanctuary rail; alteration of the lighting system; 
the reredos over the Altar. Furthermore the pipe-organ must be re-placed as soon as 
possible, In order that we may keep right on making our improvements as men and ma- 
terial are available we are asking you to make an offering this Summer.

My dear People: 


I have asked myself many times "What is it that cnable the non-homen Churches 
of this land to exert o superior influence for good citizenship?" Wo are not a reg- 
imented people, our children are under our Church's care only one hour per week. In 
contrast, mombers of the Roman Church are subject to rigid dicipline, most of their 
children are in parochial schools, Yot the children of the parochinl schools pro- 
portionately greatly outnumber the others in the juvenile courts. No informed per-. 
son, regardless of his denominational loyalties questions this statement. 


Why is it that the childron of Non-Roman Christians maintain on the whole a 
higher standard of good-citizenship? “hy, especially in face of the fact that their 
formal roligious treining is inadequate? My answer is this: A Roman Catholic 
perent leaves practically all of his child's religious and moral training to the 
Church, We Episcopalians, as other Non-Roman Christians, have to put the responsi- 
bility up to the parents. We are forced to say "We pastors and teachers can do 
little in one hour a week. It is up to you parents to instruct and guide your child- 
ren." Thank God, most of you do accept the responsibility, and your children reflect 
your effort and devotion. Keep up the good work! Don't teke it for gronted that 
anyone else is giving your children the fundamental principles of Christian Disciple- 
ship. You seo to that: teach them, read the Holy Scriptures and the Prayer Book with 
them, say your prayers with them, be with them in Services of Divine Worship, dis- 
cuss the scormon with them, explain the hymns to then, make your Communion together! 
As long as parents do that we shall not worry about the spirituel and moral welfare 
of the children in Church families.

Answer:- "Such contracts as you have described are not enforceable in court. Parents 
have the joint custody of their own children, and the right to determine, from time 
to time their religious training." 


The Episcopal Church has a School for training women for Church work, St.

We have asked that the envelope for the improvement of the Church be returned 
by October 15th, Have you helped in this matter? To date 14 service men have sent 
cheques or money orders. Their contributions have been most liberal (an averege of 
$4.28 each- total $60). One young man who had a job during the summer kept his tips 
for the fund. His envelope came in with $6.00. 

Speaking of giving. The Rector had one of the finest experiences in his minis- 
try a few days ago. One of our young men who had taken a job during his Sumer holi- 
day (he attends school during the winter) handed the Rector an envelope as he left 
the morning service. Inside were $30 with a brief note saying that the money was to 
be used at the Rector's discretion, This young man (16 years of age) believes in 
sharing his income with the Church for God's work! How all of us rejoice when we 
know that that sort of conviction and discipleship is flowering in our congregation, 

When you can not come to the service of Divine Worship on Sunday morning because 
of illness or an extreme emergency we certainly do urge that you tune in your radio. 
There are two services of local Episcopal Churches: Holy Trinity (station WIP) St. 
Paul's, Elkins Park (station WIBG). Both are at 11 o'clock. If you listen in at 
other hours be discriminating. Many of the religious braodcasts are of a low stand- 
ard, The ideas are those of fanatics, the content is usually a repetition of pious 
phrases, the hymns are noisy, and without real religious meaning. Against a confused 
mind and divided heart you will do well to use the radio for religion only when you 

_know the program is sponsored by persons of accepted reputation. _ 

How effectually certain persons become a part of a Parish family. Indeed it 
seems as if they had always been with us. This is certainly the case with our organ- 
ist, Mr. J, Bennett Bradt, Mr. Bradt has been the organist and Choir director at St. 
James for 10 years. He has been devoted to his work, and always a good friend and 
associate to the members of the Choir. His helpfulness to your Rector during these 
three years has been a great comfort. All of us hope that Mr. Bradt will remain et 
St. James for many years. ind we also hope that before very long he will have a 
better instrument to encourage hin, 

The Revd, Elmer Smith, ordained Deacon last November, will continue his Theolog- 
ical studies in the graduate school of Harvard University. 


Following the lead of the World Council of Churches, St. James observed the 
World Wide Communion, Sunday on October lst. At the 11 o'clock service 274 persons 
made their communion, The Young Peoples Fellowship received as a group. Since we 
plan this service for each first Sunday of October we suggest that all organizations 
make it an occasion for a Corporate Communion, 

In sone parishes the eustom of Intinction is practised (dipping the consecrated 
wafer into the consecrated wine), We do not wish to have that practice at St. James. 
Persons who prefer not to receive the Chalice may make their communion in one kind. 
They may always indicate their preference by just touching their hand to the Chalice 
when it is presented, 


Since our ambition is to create a colonial interior for St. James we have asked 
the Architect to make sketches for a fitting prayer desk and lectern, We wish the 
construction could be done by men of our parish. Who are the carpenters, cabinet 
makers, workers-in-wood who will offer their services? How happy it will make all of 
us to know that certain of our furnishings have been made by members of our congrega- 
tion. 

Persons who for any reason can not come to the Sanctuary to receive the Holy Commun- 
ion may sit in the front pew where the clergy will administer to them. If such per-

Jack wes confirmed today and the 
Bishop really had a good sermon. I enjoyed it very much. The Minister at that 
Church wrote to the College (Girard) and now Jack can come out to Church once a 
month, This is really whet I want to tell you. I go once a month to Church with 
Pearl once at Hershey with Billie, and now it will be once a month with Jack. That 
leaves me only one Sunday for my own Church, At times I wish I were four persons 
then I could attend my own Church every Sunday. (* at Ellis College) 

& working mother who travels a distance every Sunday to go to Church, with her 
children, each of whom is in a different school! Well, those children will never 
forget the devotion and consecration of this Godly woman! 


Someone objected to our sending envelopes appealing to the men in the Service 
for money. The mon in the Armed Forces do get our Parish Family letter, but enve- 
lopes are never included in their mail. For that matter we never ask anyone to de- 
prive himself of needed things to contribute to St. James. These contributions are 
always a voluntary matter, and no accounting is made of the givers. 
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Within the past month the Rector sent Chaplain Ward a small cheque from the 
Communion Alms to be used among paticnts at the Phila. General Hospital. Here is a 
report of Chaplain Ward's conspicuous work: "Last year I visited or contacted 
7,898 patients; another 8,615 attended our Episcopal Chapel; held 163 services in- 
side the Chapel; gave Holy Communion, one by one, to 1,195 bedside patients in the 
wards. Baptisms in 1943 totaled 632. (414 in 1942). A large number of these were 
adults, Each candidate, or sponsor, received a Prayer-Book and a Baptismal Card. 
Thorough "follow-up", Nothing nugatory. This year, 1944, the Baptisms have aver- 
aged 80 a month, except August. ” 
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Two “flags have been presented to St. James to hang from the Gallery: The Flag 
of the Christian Church - presented by members of the Sunday School; The Episcopal 
Flag - presented by the Senior Young Peoples Fellowship. (Many of those originally 
interested in this are now in the A med Forces). Several groups of Young People are 
planning to present a flag with the Diocesan Seal to be hung from the Gallery, also. 
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We cherish the hope that someday when battles are over, and more nearly newt 
ways of living, the experience of most of us, we shall have a landscape architect 
plan the beautification of St, James Church Yard. Against that time we should be 
cultivating typical colonial end native shrubs and trees. Perhaps some of you would 
be interested in conducting a nurse y plot here in the Church Yard. If so, please 
speak to the Rector,

My dear People: 


Some of you have attended services at which the matter of the Reconstruction and 
Advance Fund of the Episcopal Church has been presented, Briefly, this is the situa- 
tion, Church property in Europe and Asia has been destroyed, Hospitals, Churches, 
and schools are in need of re-building and equipping. I wish each of you could see 
the pictures of what has happened in the Phillipines and°China, The rebuilding in 
the Phillipines alone requires a fund of at least $2,500,000! 

Our Presiding Bishop Tucker says: “The task we have set for ourselves represents 
the greatest Christian challenge of our times. It will serve a two-fold purpose. It 
will offer to the clergy an opportunity to teach to all our people a deep apprecia-~ 
tion of their responsibilities and opportunities in mission fields, Also, through 
the raising of a $5,000,000 fund, it will enable the Church to do its part in provid- 
ing a Christian foundation for a lasting peace", 


At St. James' we are entering whole-heartedly into this campaign. We are let- 
ting our "Re-decoration Fund" wait for another year, Right now our job is to raise 
at least $3500 by October 14th, If every one gives with a sacrificial and grateful 
spirit we shall over-subscribe this modest quota, 


I can not write my personal feeling into this appeal in a sufficiently effect- 
ive way. I do wish to say that every member of this congregation who realizes how 
deeply we have been blessed in this land; saved from the ravages of an enemy's 
weapons, will want to make a most liberal offering in Thanksgiving to Almighty God, 

I make bold to suggest that some envelopes will be turned in with $25.00, $50,00, 
$100.00 in thom, An average of $10.00 cach will be no hardship. Let us prayerfully, 
and in the spirit of Christian Sacrifice, determine to do our utmost to make our ex- 
pectation by October 14th. Incidentally, you may turn in your envelope at any time 
convenient to you.

We have previously written about the undesirable business of intermarriage among 
Roman Catholics and non-Romanists, We resent the intolerance of the Roman Church, 
and its. stigmatizing of marriages contracted by Roman Catholics with fellow Christians 
before clergymen of other denominations. We fail to understand the ethical standards 
of young men, Roman Catholics, who court girls not of their own faith, only to inform 
them later thet the marriage must be solemnized by a Roman priest which means the 
signing of agreements about children, Furthermore, we are apprehensive of the suc- 
cess of such marriages. Recently careful statistical research has emphasized the 
dangers in mixed marriages. 

The Maryland study, reported in the book, "Youth Tell Their Story", published by 
the American Council on Education, with Howard M, Bell as.author, gives startling in- 
sight into tho results of such unions. In this study about 12,000 young men and women =] 
whose religious connections were known were asked whether their parents wore living 
together or whether the home was broken by divorce, desertion or separation, The re- 
turns were revealing, It was found that where both parents were Roman Catholic 6.4% 
of the homes were broken. Where both were Protestant 6,8% were broken, BUT OF 
MIXED MARRIAGES 15.2% WERE BROKEN. Catholic and Protestant homes did not differ much 
in domestic breakdown, but MIXED MARRIAGES SHOWED MORE THAN TWICE THE NUMBER OF 
DOMESTIC DISASTERS. Of non-religious homes 16.7 per cent were broken. As all these 
facts were reported by young people, childless marriages were automatically excluded 
from the study. These always show a higher percentage of domestic disaster than do 
marriages where there are children. 

Do you think we need a Golden Age Club in this community, an organization for 
men and women who are retired? Think it over, Later on we shall study the field 
and perhaps, plan such a group to meet in the Parish House,

we can to proclaim the Gospol. I am sure that our Christmas will be a blessed one 
if in our celebration of the Nativity wo ask God to quiclkon us with a sonse of oppor- 
tunity and privilege and responsibility in His Namo.

My dear Poople: 


‘ What is it that we Christians should be thinking about and doing to celebrate 
the Nativity of Our Lord, Jesus Christ?

It makes for good 
checr and joy and a binding of lives closer togethcr, But there is nothing vitally 
Christian about that. The church of Christ following her Lord, is concerned with 
bigger things: the redemption of men's souls, the inspiration of thcir minds, the 
purifying of their hearts, the offering of their whole beings, their souls, their | 
minds and bodies, to be a "reasonable, holy and living sacrifice" to God. In brief 
the Church calls upon cvery man to leave behind his selfishness, his sclf-satisfac- 
tion and his self-concern, and to live his life to the Glory of God. It is a big 
thing for one to do, to measure one's acts in terms of the Honor’and Glory of the 
Etcrnal, It requires just two things: a willingness to let go thc lesser matters» of 
self-intcrest, and eagerness to rely entirely on the loving-kindness and power of 
God for noble living. That is our vocation as Christians. That is what we ought to 
be concerned with all the time, and eminently so at the Christmas season. Less than 
such conviction and experience is not worthy of the name of Christ. 


May this Festival of the Holy Nativity be a time when you’ are doing the things 
Our Lord would have you do to celebrate His Birthday. That means giving to loved 
ones, to be sure, But it means giving God the service, and gifts, and adoration due 
His Holy Name. : .

A Committee of the Vestry has worked diligently for over one year to prepare a 
new Charter and By-Laws for St. Janes! Church, The Chairman of the Committee, Mr. 
P, John Moore, is planning to have everything in readiness so that the congregation 
may begin to function as the Corporation as of Monday, April 7, 1947. At 8 in the 
evening of that day there will be a congregational meeting in the Auditorium of the 
Parish House, at which time and place, nine Vestrymen will be chosen. The following 
is «Article 2 of the By-Laws: 


"Tho members of the Corporation, who shall be qualified to vote at any election for 
vestrymen and upon all questions which may come before any meeting of the Corpora- 
tion, shall be all lay, baptized ard confirmed persons of the age of twenty-one 
years or upwards who shall have been worshipers in this Church as their usual place 
of public worship for one year and upwards, and who shall appear by the books of the

are such things as 'vesper lights! known to the Church." (The Parson's Handbook, 
page 90). Until we find better authority we shall continue to use the two candle- 
sticks on the Holy Table for all services of Divine Worship at St. James’.

Resolved that this Convention recommends to the Bishops and Clergy of this 
Church that before solemnizing any marriage they require the parties thereto to 
sign the following statement signifying their understanding of the Church's doctrine 
regerding marriage and their intention to be faithful to it: 

"We, AeB. and C.D., desiring to receive the blessing of Holy Matrimony in the 
Church, do solemnly declare that we hold marriage to be a lifelong union of husband 
and wife as it is set forth in the Form of Solemnization of Matrimony in the Book of 
Common Prayer. We believe it is for the purpose of mutual fellowship, encourage= 
ment and understanding, for the procreation (if it may be) of children, and their 
physical and spiritual nurture, for the safeguarding and benefit of society. And we 
do engage ourselves, so far as in us lies, to make our utmost effort to establish 
this relationship arid to seek God's help thereto."

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We welcome to our Church family at St. James Miss Mareen Bixler and Miss Betty 
Jenks. Miss Bixler comes as Organist and Director of the Choirs. She is on the 
Staff of the Academy of Vocal Arts, 1920 Spruce Street, Philadelphia, and resides at 
1304 Pine Street, Philadelphia. Miss Jenks will serve in the dual capacity of 
Director of Educational Activities and Parish Visitor. Her residence is at 333 W. 
Hansbury St., Germantown. We trust that both Miss Bixler and Miss Jenks will be 
happy in their agsociations, and that they will continue for a long time at St. James. 


One of the greatest problems in the Church is that of adequate finances. The 
Church never has sufficient funds to do what should be done. This Churchly penury 
is due primarily to the fact that a great proportion of Church members do very little 
to maintain Church activities. For example, less than one half of the Communicants 
of St. James give regularly for supporting the parish. And still less give anything 
for benevolences. Why is this? Not because our people are without employment, or 
poverty stricken. It is because many persons do not realize that this parish with 
its property and program is the responsibility of each of us. All of us have reason- 
able pride in St. James: the attractive Churchyard, the program of social and 
recreational activities, the influence in the Name of Our Lord that it exerts in this 
Community. Let everyone of us match our pride with our liberal and systematic con- 
tributions. 


The date appointed for the return of the Re-decoration Pund envelopes is 
October 12th. Of course, they are acceptable at any time. We are hopeful that 
there will be sufficient monies to complete our program, Carpeting of the aisles, 
Chancel and Sanctuary is the major project before us. May we depend on everyone to 
respond to the letter sent during June?

The Rt. Rev'd. Robin T. S.. Chen, who has been guest at the Rectory during 
frequent periods since the meeting of General Convention September 1946, is leaving 
San Francisco for China early in October.

Several months ago the Rector wrote R. Geissler, Inc., New Yark City, regarding the 
Cross and Vases on the Gradine behind the Altar. The following is excerpted from 
their reply: 

"A number of our record books were destroyed by a fire in the storage 
vault shortly after 1912; so we cannot refer to them. However, we do find a print 
of a special drawing for a set of Cross and Vases - - - ~ The vases were specially 
designed by us; doubtless after details and dimensions were determined, on consulta~ 
tion with the rector, donors, and possibly a Committee on memorials;-—~ the models 
prepared in our shop; the vases were cast, and then finely hand tooled and finished 
by us. This type of work; with high velief, and fine hand tooling is an outstanding 
piece of art metal work;—- it was expensive originally;-- and now would probably 
cost three to four times what it cost thenj;-— for with the decrease in the number 
of designers, modellers, chasers, etc. etc. (few, if any, have begun their training 
during a generation and more) far below the demand, their wage scales have tripled 
and more, during the years that passed since 1912." __

At the Congregational meeting on May 19th it was decided to secure a 
new pipe organ for the Church. The Committee is formulating plans to raise the needed 
funds, and presently will be sending a letter to each member. 


The Boys and Girls of the Sunday School use an envelope each month for 
their missionary contribution. Following Easter they conduct a bazaar and supper for 
their missionary fund. This year as the result of these activities, and the mite box 
offering, they were able to contribute $900.00 at the Presentation Service on May 19th. 
They gave the Presiding Bishop's Fund for World Relief $250.00. In addition mny 
other worthy causes are helped by the Sunday School Missionary Fund: $25.00 were given 
to help a Church School in the far West procure a projector; various amounts were con- 
tributed to Church Army, et cetera. It is an inspiration to know that pupils and 
teachers are so vitally interested in the world-wide activities of the Church. 


Since October 1941 approximately 1000 persons have signed slips indica- 
ting that they have mde their Communion in this Church. Removing the names of those 
who have gone to the Greater Life there are now $88 names on the Parish Register listed 
as Commnicants. There are many persons who attend St. James who have never informed 
the Rector of their having received the Holy Communion.

The Altar, Sanctuary Chairs, and Lectern until recently in the Chancel of 
St. James! are now being used in St. Luke's Chapel, Highland Gardens, Chester. 

A question is frequently asked about the endowments of St. James Church. 
This modest sum, about $70,000. has been accumulated almost entirely through the sale of 
graves in the Church Yard. About one-fourth represents perpetual care on the graves. 
The fund is in the custody of a Trust Company which remits the earnings (about $2,200 per 
annum) to your Vestry. The principle of the fund cannot be drawn upon by the Vestry for 
any current expenses. 


We copy this paragraph from a weekly program of St. James’! Prospect Park:

My dear People: 


„I always enjoy writing this brief message for the Parish-family Letter. 
Perhaps it is because I feel that it is reaching more persons than any other thing that 
I say or write. Yes, Over one thousand of you receive this letter. One is miled to 
each husband and wife jointly, and every other confirmed person receives one. We are 
quite a sizable family, at least 1100 confirmed persons being on our mailing list, over 
800 of whom we call Commnicants. These "Commnicants" are persons who receive the 


Holy Communion during the year, and who give evidence of active interest in the worship 
of the Church. 


I am most eager at this time to write a few words about the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer whose 400th Anniversary we have been celebrating. In our Lenten School of 
Religion we had two stimulating sessions on the Prayer Book under the leadership of the 
Rev'd. Philip T. Fifer. On two Sunday Mornings during May the Historical Background, 
and the Content of the Prayer Book were considered as the Sermon subjects. Reading 
Material has been made available in the Literature Cabinet. Still, we think, our people 
have not heard enough about this great book of worship, «instruction, and devotion. Next 
to the King James version of Holy Scripture it has had more influence among English- 
speaking people than any book in the language. It is the mst significant contribution 
of the Anglican Church to the literature of Christendom, 


Keeping in mind all the glowing things that we could say about the 
Prayer Book, may we determine to study it, and to use it in these ways: 1. In Public 
Worship; 2. For Private Devotions; 3. Always as a gift for friends and family that many 
souls may have presented to them the fulness of the teachings of the Living Church of 
Christ.

My dear People: 


All of us have many things for which we are estimably indebted to our parents. One thing 
in respect of spiritual matters stands out in my own lifes the rule that obtained in our ‘household 
when we children were still in our minority, namely, that each one must attend a service of Divine 
Worship on the Sabbath Day. There was no requirement about what service we chose: Sunday School 
or one of the other occasions of Divine Worship. I shall always be most grateful that I was raised 
with such a “rule of life.“ 


Isn't it a pity that so few parents have either the conviction or “gumption" to invoke 
such a standard in their homes. Is it any wonder that children grow to maturity thinking that 
Belief In God is a matter of preference, and loyalty to God's Church a matter of whim. I think 
of nothing more potent in a child's development than holding before him absolute devotion to God's 
Holy Church, The little sermons you preach to your children, the counsel you give them is doubt- 
less invaluable. It may or may not stay with them into their adult days. But when you inspire 
them with the love of God's Church, her teachings, her fellowship, her worship, and help them to 
form the habit of turning to God’s Altar, you are instilling an attitude and way that 

~- be a part of the very fibre of their being. Long after you are the strong tower in their develop- 
ing lives the Church will be a means of strength and comfort. Children whose father and mother 
thus direct their path will rise up to oall their parents blessed. 


Trusting that more and more the spiritual significance of the Holy Gospel may be your joy 
and comfort, and that this may be for you a holy season.

Will all who corn= 
tribute consider this paragraph as an appreciative "Thank you” from the Rector on behalf of all who 
have been beneficiaries. 


The Rector’s Discretionary Fund is an account that provides the Rector with monies to 
underwrite various items not ordinarily provided for in the parish budget. Prayer Books given to 
the Confirmation Class, other literature for distribution, maintenance of the automobile, contribut- 
ions not of a charitable nature, and sundry expenses are provided for by this Fund.

My dear People: 


The matter of greatest importance to us as a Diocese is the preaching Mission planned for 
December 2nd to llth. It will be held in Convention Hall, and it is cénfidently expected that 
12,000 persons will be present each night. The Reverend Bryan Green, a Priest of the Church of 
England, will be the missioner. 


Similar missions have been held in Boston, New York, and Washington. Each was very suc- 
cessful. Nominal Christians were inspired to zealous discipleship. Indifferent persons were won 
to the Church; all who attended were moved to deeper consecratione. 


The Mission will be conducted in a manner that you as Episcopalians would expect of your 
Church, A noted Lutheran clergyman having attended the services in the Cathedral of St. John the 
Divine in New York City remarked that in his. opinion only the Episcopal Church should hold such 
affairs. There was nothing sensational, no attempt to do anything to violate one’s sense of dig- 
nity, every statement and appeal was just, and conformable to the teachings of Our Lord. 


The responsibility for the success of the mission is yours and mine. We must pray for it, 
and for the missioner. We must plan to attend. What is more important we must plan to take some— 
one with us: a member of our family, a friend, anyone who knows not a saving faith in Our Lord. 


Let us begin now. Consider the person or persons you are going to invite. Pray for theme 
God will open a way for you to be his emissary in this work of winning His children back to Him. 


Incidentally, we are asking all organizations to cancel their meetings during that period. 
We intend that the members of the organizations will use the night to attend the mission.

Seminaries ~-——- lack of space, lack of money, lack of everything except students has handi-

"Yes, it is too bad that seminaries have to turn men away because they cannot accommodate them. 
The Church needs young men, it needs the best men available, intelligent, self-sacrificing, spiritually- 
minded men of sound and liberal education. The Church has to have faculties of able, learned priests 
to train these meno. It has to have money for the tasko 

"I say very honestly that if I had a fortune I would use it above all other philanthropic causes 


to provide for the seminaries of the Church. That is where the need is critical. That is where monies 
can do most goodo” 


The letter concerning the Diocesan Advancement Fund which you received during May was not suf- 
ficiently explicit concerning contributions other than pledges. Pledges were suggested in the amount 
of 25, 50 or 100 dollars. Persons unable to commit themselves for such sums may make a contribution 
in any amount of money. That was the reason for enclosing an envelope. If any, reading this paragraph, 
would like to give something use any envelope marking it, “Advancement Fund" and place it in the offering. 


More and more parishioners avail themselves of the opportunity to receive the Holy Commnion at 
the 8:30 o'clock service each Sunday. We commend this way of commencing one’s week: an evidence of one’s 
faith by participating in the offering of the Holy Eucharist (Thanksgiving), and by receiving the 
spiritual food of the Altar.

Oster-Sacken, 
Mrs. Edouard fronoveleva} Oster-Sacken, and their 6 year old son Andreas. Mr. Oster-Sacken is an 
engineer, having specialized in electronics. A Philadelphia business man has guaranteed him employment. 
We at St. James rejoice that we are able to assist in re-uniting this family. 


Have you not often thought about various matters concerning your religious life, and wished that 
you could hear the minister talk about such in his sermono Sometimes we clergy have heard people say 
something like this, "I would like to know what the Church teaches about "Divorce and Re-Marriage,” 
of "The Life after Death,” or "The Holy Trinity." Just as often the minister thinks or says, “If you 
had been present on a certain Sunday you would have heard a sermon on that very topic. In the course 
of a year a clergyman usually covers a large area in his sermons. He will have a certain number of 
discourses on Personal Religion, The Doctrines of the Church, Contemporary problems and their rélation 
to the Christian Way of Living, et cetera. Here are some of the topics that we have expounded from 
the Pulpit of Sto James during the past year: “Religious Education;" “Christian Doctrine” (a series 
“God3* "Man;* “Original Sin;" “Sin and Redemption;” *The Resurrection and the Future Life;* "Judgement;" 
“Hell;" and "Heaven"); "Why do Christians Pray?"; “Courtesy;” “In Quietness and Confidence Shall be Your 
Strength;" “Gambling is Coveteousness,” et cetera. We do endeavor to teach as we preach. And we are 
eager to get suggestions from parishioners who would like to have a relevant subject presented in the 
pulpit. 


The following resolutions were adopted by the 167th Convention of the Diocese of Pennsylvania, 
May 1, 1951. "WHEREAS the House of Bishops of this Church has condemned gambling in any form as a 
means of raising money for the support of the church’s worko 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That this Diocese in Convention assembled does likewise condemn 
gambling in any form as a means of raising money for the support of the Church’s work. 

WHEREAS several bills have been introduced into the legislature of this Commonwealth which would, 
if adopted, legalize gambling in various formso 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That this Diocese in Convention assembled condemns the practice of 
gambling and any move to legalize it." 


Since the Diocesan Convention has adopted these resolutions we shall conform in a way that will 
elicit no possible criticism. At St. James we do have card parties, although there has been no playing 
for prizes. Door prizes have been given on such occasions. Hereafter we shall even omit them. When 
we have card parties we shall offer our guests just the pleasure of playing, the good fellowship, and 
the usual refreshments. 


There are on the Rector’s list of persons to be visited for a celebration of the Holy Communion 
between twenty-five and thirty names. Heretofore, the Rector has endeavored to have the service during 
the Easter and Christmas seasons. Obviously, arranging a schedule for so many private celebrations 
taxes the time available during busy weeks. Hence the decision hereafter to spread these visits over 
a longer period. Persons who Sanna come to the Church to receive the Holy Commnion will be visited 
sometime during the Fall and early Winter weeks, and again during Lent and the late Spring season. 

Of course, a notice is always sent apprising each person of the appointed time. The Rector would 
appeal to those who can by any means attend a Celebration in the Church to do so, rather than expect 
him to visit them for a Private Service. 


During the past year three persons have spoken to the Rector indicating their intention of 
leaving their worldly possessions to St. James Church» We rejoice that there are parishioners who 
have such confidence in the mission of their parish church. All of us should make provision in our 
will for a bequest to a Church or Church Agency. 


Do you know of neighborhood children who do not attend a Sunday School? If you can do so invite 
them to come to St. James with you. In any case let either the Rector or Miss Jenks know about. the 
family. A visit may inspire their interest. 


Many friends of St. James very kindly send an offering through the mail. Occasionally there is 
no address noted. Since we like to acknowledge such gifts we would suggest that donors include their 
addresses.

My dear Peoples 


The National Council of the Church asks us as a parish to conduct an Every Member Canvass 
during the Fall of each year. The Canvass serves a dual purpose: it acquaints parishioners with the 
over=all budget and program of the National Church; it enables a Vestry to estimate the parish income 
for the succeeding yearo 


We shall not have a house to house solicitation at St. James. But we are enclosing a card for 
you to sign indicating your willingness to take envelopes and therewith contribute regularly for the 
maintenance of the Church. Will you kindly return your card as soon as convenient. Mail it to St. 
James Church, or place it in the offering at any service of Divine Worship. 


This added appeal to your liberality: Everyone knows that living costs are increasing. So 
is the cost of maintaining the Church in her many activities. Hence our personal contributions should 
increase. Each of us should set apart a definite proportion of his income for God's work, Some 
Christians tithe (give one tenth of their income). That is a worthy objective for all of use What- 
ever the amount that we can set aside for the Church let us give regularly so that the Vestry can rely 
on a steady income to meet current bills. And may our giving be sufficiently liberal to enable the 
Church to pay her employees wages that compare with those paid in business. And may we never fail to 
use the Red side of our envelopes. Such monies are used for the work of the Church outside our own 
parisho 


As we approach the Christmas Season may we be more and more aware of the significance of God's 
sending His only Begotten Son into the World that in Him men might have life. As we Christians 
celebrate the Nativity of our Blessed Lord let ours be the kind of festivity that will impel others 
to realize that the Season is primarily a meaningful religious occasion. The Day and Season have 
become so secularized that its real purpose and the Divine Event that has occasioned it, have been lost 
or veiled amid the irrelevant activities of a calculating world of business and pleasure.

My dear Peoples 


We are constantly confronted with the statement that in our generation mankind is experiencing a 
grave “crisis.” Popularly the issue is labelled “Communism versus Democracy.” It is assumed that 
organized Communism is atheistic and despotic, whereas Democracy is theistic, and espouses individual 
freedom. We think that authors and orators who thus crystallize the matter fail to evaluate the issue 
properly. The problem that our race has to face is not essentially organized Communism. Rather it is 
godless secularism. (Webster defines the common use of the word secularism thus: “Any view of life, 
education, et cetera or any policy or program referring to such based on the premise that religion and 
religiéus considerations, as of God and the future life, should be ignored or excluded.”) Communism 
is just the mask that Secularism wears in our time. If and when organized Communism is dissipated be 
sute that some other “ism" will appear. And once again it will be a mask, a new adornment, covering 
the satanic features of godless secularism. 

There is only one preventive for the disintegrating influences that secularism causes in any 
society. That one preventive is the collective “power—for—good" that is evidenced by people who en— 
courage and participate in the worship and work of the Church of God. It is only by means of the 
inspiration and zeal that come to the people of God that life is raised from barbaric cruelty and self— 
ish ambition to the level of humane consideration for others, and noble virtue in every man’s conduct. 
As Christians we maintain that all men need to know conversion to Christ, and zealous discipleship in 
that great brotherhood of believers which is the Church. 

Being a nominal Christian does not save you from the beguilements of secularism. You have to be 
convicted, courageous, determined, assertive in your Churchmanship. Standing on the side-lines and 
letting others assume the responsibility of doing God's work will save neither: this world from chaos, 
nor your soul from confusion and condemnation. Let every one of us, having made a solemn vow to "follow 
Jesus Christ as Lord and Saviour," realize that he is a participant in a cosmic conflict. “For we 
wrestle not against flesh and blood, but against principalities, against powers, against the rulers of 
the darkness of this world, against spiritual wickedness in high places. Wherefore take unto you the 
whole armour of God * (Ephesians 6212) 

If Lent has lost its former meaning of "Prayer and Fasting” it can take on new meaning if we use it 
for “Prayer and renewed inspiration, enlightenment and zeal,” 

May this Holy Season be for you a time of Spiritual refreshment, new aspirations, and challenging 
endeavors in the name of the Lord Christ.

My dear People: 


Recently Time magazine told the story of an Episcopal clergyman who renounced his orders and 
entered the Reman Catholic Church. The clergyman gave several reasons for his action. Quoting the 
article we read, “He felt himself equally helpless even to enforce some of the explicit rules of the 
Church, eofo the “bounden duty" of every Episcopalian to attend services on Sunday. Says Kernan: 

“The laity may de almost anything they wantoooolf you tell them that something's their bounden duty, 
they're liable to get sore at you-—. 

Father Kernan summed up his personal dilemma: “Authority means law which is enforceable. 

There is an absolute lack of authority in the Episcopal Church——.* 

We sympathize with this clergyman in his despair at the indifference of vast numbers of Epis- 
,copalians to their "bounden duty” as members of Christ’s Church. However, we do not think the answer 
lies in the Church’s assuming a dictatorial position and making claims and statements that have no 
warrant in Our Lord’s teachings. Thus we find it difficult to justify the requirement of auricular 
confession in preparation for receiving the Holy Communion, or to accept the position that one who, 
being able, has failed to participate in offering the Sacrifice of the Mass on the Lord's Day is in 
a state of mortal sino We do not think that the Church ever was or ever will be effective in accomp- 
lishing God’ s purpose by threatening and commanding the members of the body of Christ. A wise old 
clergyman said that he would rather influence than command. Most of us Episcopalians feel that that 
is the mission of the Church: to influence rather than command. Discipline must be self=imposed. The 
Church holds before us the pattern of Christian conduct: love toward God and man, congregational worship 
on the Lord’s Day, faith and virtue, study and prayer, charity and good works. But you and I must 
discipline ourselves to live a life consistant with our profession. We fulfill God's will not by 
submitting ourselves to threat—laden ecclesiastical authority, but by disciplining ourselves after the 
pattern of Christ’s life because we love God and desire to serve and please Himo 

I know that some who read this have seldom thought about self-discipline. Too many nominal 
Christians (as well as those who profess no Faith) live by convenience and whim. Such an attitude 
is evidence of lack of conviction and character. We must discipline ourselves} 

The Church will survive. "The gates of Hades will not prevail against it.” It will survive 
because there are members of the Body of Christ who discipline themsélves in accordance with the known 
will of Godo May we, the members of St. James, increasingly be a people committed to the Way of Our 
Lord, loyal to every requirement of the Church, not because we live under threat or dread, but because 
we are impelled by the Love of God.

There has been some misunderstanding concerning the Organ Fund account. On the occasion of the 
dedication of the instrument the Chairman of the Organ Committee, Mr. Earl A. Smith sro, announced that 
the “Organ” was paid for. That did not mean that there was sufficient money on hand to meet all bills 
incidental to the installations the erection of two chambers, rearranging the choir stalls, et cetera.

But there will still be a deficit if all 
pledges are paid. To that end we are enclosing an envelope for you to use during the summer. We trust 
that every one will endeavor to accumulate a liberal offering in these envelopes. If every confirmed 
person who has an income would contribute $5.00 the deficit could be wiped out. Any balance will be 
placed in the Re~decoration Fund against re-painting the Church interior (walls and ceiling, at least) 
and carpeting the aisles, chancel and sanctuary. 

Kindly return this (or any envelope 
properly inscribed) not later than October 12th.

At the Commencement of the Divinity School on Thursday May 29th the Rector of St. James Church 
was awarded the honorary degree, Doctor of Divinity, by the Overseers and Faculty of the Philadelphia 
Divinity School. 

The citation reads, “The Reverend James Carroll Gilbert was born in Philadelphia, and educated 
in the High Schools of this city and Temple University. He graduated from this Divinity School in 1931 
with the degree of Bachelor of Theology. His entire Ministry has been spent in this city and Diocese, 
where he has served at Hulmeville, Whitemarsh, and Perkiomen. For the past eleven years he has rendered 
notable service as Rector of historic Parish of St. James, Kingsessing. He has proven himself to be 
faithful pastor, a leader in Christian Education and loyal alumnus of this Divinity School.” 

In accepting this great honor the Rector would pay tribute to the members of St. James. You, 
by virtue of your loyalty to this Church, and cooperation with your spiritual pastor, have a share in 
this award. The Divinity School has honored the congregation through its Rector. 


At the June meeting the Vestry voted to give the Divinity School $400.00 to pay the year’s tuition 
for a Senior student who comes from a Western Missionary District. Last year the Vestry of St. James Church 
provided a similar scholarship for the Japanese priest, the Rev'd. Timothy K» Aoki. We commend the Vestry 
for their willingness to assist young men who are eager to give their lives in the service of the Church.

John W. Harvey, translator of Rudolph Otto's, “Idea of the Holy" has a note in his preface which reads 
thus:

Otto’s death paid the tribute of an address in his memory at Marburg, writes that Otto ‘formed the opinion 
that England was still the most religious country in the world, and he attributed this very much to the inf- 
luence of the Book of Common Prayer. He was very anxious to produce a Book of Common Prayer for the German 
People.’* 

This is a great tribute to a book which, excepting the Holy Bible, has no superior in the literature 
of Christendom. Frankly the great number of our Church people fail to appreciate it adequately.

THE PARISH-FAMILY LETTER 


My dear People: 


Two persons were approaching a Rectory to see the pastore One, the younger, had become involved in 
a misdemeanor. As the two neared the house the younger person said, "I'm not going in there. I'll just 
get another lecture." 

One wonders if that is the attitude that many people have toward their pastors. Perhaps some clergy- 
men have caused that impression to obtain. They have been proclaimers of an austere morality, and when any- 
one has been guilty of a violation their method of treatment has been to administer a sound scolding, and 
possibly appropriate discipline. 

I am sure that such a method of ministering to people would not obtain widely among the clergy of the 
Episcopal Church. When people come to us, having got themselves into difficulties, we do not feel that 
further accusation and blame ease the situation. As Pastors we are eager to help people: help them face the 
matter honestly; help them in their religious life so that they will be fortified against the further temp- 
tations of “the world, the flesh and the devil." 

It_is very important that you understand this about your clergy. They will not violate your confidence; 
they will not embarrass or scold; they will not cause you to suffer humiliation. Your pastors will be under- 
standing and sympathetic; they will counsel and help; they will help you to believe, and know, and feel that 
God is a God of forgiveness and mercy; they will pray with you and for you, and send you on your way perhaps 
not always with all your problems solved but certainly with renewed faith, and a better attitude toward 
yourself and toward the circumstances of your life. So, do not hesitate to turn to the ministers of the 
Church no matter what your problem If they are unable to be of assistance to you they will usually be able, 
at least, to advise you where to turn for the help you need.

Dear People: 


It would be difficult to express the reaction that I experience when I face a congregation 
and observe boys and girls in their early ‘teens sitting alone in the Church. By “alone” I mean 
that no member of their family is with them. Occasionally they may be in the company of a friend, 
or a Sunday School Teacher. Too often they have come to the Service desiring the comfort and inspi- 
ration and joy that one can find only in the House of God, but none of kith or kin has been willing 
to join them. 

On a recent occasion, the Sunday immediately following the Bishop’s Visitation for confir- 
mation, we were celebrating the Holy Communion. A large number of boys and girls had come to receive 
the Holy Communion.. Certainly that was an important occasion in their lives. Some of them received 
the Sacrament kneeling with other members of their family. What a source of comfort that was to both 
parents and children. By contrast there were devoted children whose parents might have been with 
them, and added to the joy of their experience. But these parents, for various reason, were absent. 

As the Celebrant at the Altar I felt very sorry for those children. How much more it would have meant 
to them if a father, a mother, a sister or brother had been present. 

How many of us parents fail our children in the matter of encouraging and aiding them in this 
highest of all human activities, Divine Worship. Let us not just send our children to Church. Let us 
set at least one Sunday each month when we go, say to the early Service, to make our Communion together. 
The family bond of affection and mutual esteem will increase, and the children will likely always 
cherish the memory of participating in a sacred act with Father and Mother. 
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I trust that this Holy Season will bring into your lives new insight, deeper faith, stronger 
conviction, and increased "joy in believing".

It has heen our custom, following the Christmas holidays to distribute among the “Shut-ins" of 
the parish those poinsettas used in decorating the Church. Last year and this year alike the Christmas, 
decorations, having been placed in the Church for the Sunday before Christmas, were kept until the 
Sunday following the New Year. The plants, having been in full bloom for over two weeks, were not in 
satisfactory condition for distribution. We trust that all who heretofore have received them will under- 
stand the reason for their not being remembered with a poinsetta. 


At the Service of Confirmation the loose offering is given the Bishop for his Discretionary 
Fund. Following Bishop Hart's visitation on January 25th, the Accounting Warden was able to send him 
$121.00. 


The Rev’d, Alec R» Vidler, a priest of the Church of England in concluding a lecture on Eternal

They will be influenced by their parents’ religious faith 
and understanding more than by anyone else's. What a source of satisfaction it will be to you in later 
years knowing that your children, grown to maturity, are held and helped and inspired by your murturing 
them in a living, meaningful faith. They will not forget that you brought your love for God. His Word 
and His Church, into your everyday family affairs. They will “rise up and call you blessed.” 

May 
each of you under God have a pleasant and refreshing holiday.

The following statement is Section 1516 of the School Laws of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania: 

“Bible to be Read in Public Schools — At least ten verses from the Holy Bible shall be read, or 
caused to be read, without comment, at the opening of each public school on each school day, by the 
teachers under and subject to direction, then the teacher exercising such authority shall read the 
Holy Bible, or cause it to be read, as herein directedo 

If any school teacher, whose duty it shall be to read the Holy Bible, or cause it to be read, shall 
fail or omit so to do, said school teacher shall, upon charges preferred for such failure or omission, 
and proof of the same, before the board of school directors of the school district, be discharged.” 
(Amended May 9, 1949, Polo 939) 

We refer to this statute because it has come to our attention that some teachers are careless 
about their obligation. Some Sunday School pupils have reported that the only time they hear the 
Soriptures read is when they attend an Assembly. That may be two or three times each week. We suggest 
that you inquire of your children and if there are indications of failure to comply with the law, inform 
the Principal of the School 

Those persons who are eager to learn more about the Church are urged to purchase the series pub— 
lished by the National Council of the Protestant Episcopal Church. Thus far four volumes in “The Church's 
Teachings” are available: I. "The Holy Soriptures®, II. “Chapters in Church History", III. "The Faith 
of the Church”, IV. “The Worship of the Church.” (two books in preparation are “Christian Living” and 
“The Church at Work")

My dear People: 


One of the prayers among the always meaningful petitions of the Book of Common Prayer is "For Our 
Country," (Page 36). Part of the first sentence reads, "We humbly beseech thee that we may always prove 
ourselves mindful of thy favor and glad to do thy will." There are millions of citizens in this country who 
really live in the spirit of that noble plea. But there are an equal number who cultivate no such frame of 
mind and purposee So many take as a matter of inevitable heritage the privileges and institutions that we 
enjoy in this fair land. They assume that, "Man is endowed by his Creator with certain unalienable rights." 
They fail to realize however, that many of our forefathers have had to struggle, often making the supreme 
sacrifice, to gain and guarantee these rights. 

What we have to consider is the need of dedicating ourselves to the maintenance of these rights. If we 
live for our principles and support our free institutions, we may be saved the necessity of fighting to pro- 
tect and preserve them. 

Conspicuous among our privileges is that of freedom of worship. We can guarantee the continuance of a 
free Church in a free country only if we are willing to assume our share of the responsibility thereto. Un— 
less we make a genuine effort on behalf of the Church, and the continuance of her work and worship, either 
of two things will happen: the Church as we know it will die from neglect, or a more aggressive party or 
movement will curtail or prohibit our freedom, especially our freedom of worship. If we really value the 
Church, her worship and her doctrine, we had better be doing something about it. We should be girding the 
Church by our presence and our prayers, our service and our money, "glad to do thy will." It is only this 
kind of disciple-ship that can enable the Church of God to be venturesome and militant against worldly activ— 
ities and dictatorial movements that ever threaten man's spiritual well-being and progress.

THE CLERICAL COLIA R 


The English Canons Ecclesiastical of 1604 carefully prescribed the proper dress of a clergyman of the 
Church of England, Canon 74 ordering the outdoor dress of a priest to consist of cassock, gown, tippet, and 
square cap. With slight modifications this habit was worn by the clergy well into the 19th century, the 
ordinary hat of the day being substituted for the square caps Between 1810 and 1820 it was gradually dis- 
used, most clergymen adopting as their distinctive garb a long black coat with a cassock—-style standing 
collar, and a white folded stock. About the year 1840, a group of clergymen requested a clerical tailer named 
Wippell to design a simpler, more practical type of neckwear than the white stock, and he suggested a single 
band of stiff linen fastening in the back with a collar button. This type of collar was generally adopted by 
the clergy, and continued in use without competition for about fifty years. Its disadvantage was that it 
frayed at the edges with continuous wear, and chafed the neck. In 1890 , the Reverend Philip W. Mosher, now 
Rector—-emeritus of St. Peter's Church, Niagara Falls, was curate of St. Paul's Church, Troy, NoYe He and his 
Rector discussed the problem of the uncomfortable collar, and together conceived the idea of making it double, 
thus eliminating the possibility of fraying. They took their idea to Mr. Peabody, one of the members of the 
famous shirt and collar firm of Cluett—Peabody, who was also a vestryman of St. Paul’s. Mr. Peabody recog- 
nized the improvement, and set his factory to making the new collar. It is now generally worn as a badge of 
their calling by the Anglican and Roman clergymen, and by an increasing number of pastors of other denomin— 
ations. Strangely enough, this double clerical collar is often designated the "Roman collar," but the fore— 
going account, obtained from Canon Mosher's own lips, is proof that it is of Episcopal origin.

"I went to Tokyo today to see Mr. Aoki. He was very much surprised to see someone from St. James. I 
took the church paper with me, one that had my name on it, and showed it to Mr. Aoki. 

He took me into the church and we sat and talked for about an hour before church began. We talked 
about St. James and all of the people. Mr. Aoki told me about Japan and also invited me to come back and he 
would show me around Tokyo. 

I stayed there for church, and I tock communion with them. Of course the entire service is in Japanese. 
That is one thing that I will never forget. 

After church Mr. Aoki stood at the back of the church and he told everyone that I was from the United 
States and from St. James. The people were really very wonderful; they invited me to their homes for dinner 
and told me to come back often, that I was welcome all the time. 

The church is in very bad condition. The are trying to rebuild it but they are very short of moneys 
I think if any of the organizations at St. James are looking for a project they couldn't find a better one than 
helping to rebuild this church, They build a little at a time. Just as much as their money will allow them.

My dear People: 


One of the things that has made American enterprise unique is the emphasis on advertising. 
"It pays to advertise". Nearly every business man accepts that as one of the pillar—principles of any 
commercial venture. Certain businesses are so committed to, and dependent upon, extensive advertising 
that they constantly spend a large proportion of their income on getting and keeping their product before 
the public. 

Sometimes people criticise the Church because it fails to use 'modern' methods of advertising 
to proclaim its mission. We are not intending in this brief letter to discuss that criticism. But we 
would like to remind the members of the Church that they are the Church's best advertisement. No method 
is so potent and fruitful as that of personal witness. Even business men are eager to have their custo- 
mers say a good word for them, their service, their producto 

When you as a professing Christian can talk out of a sincere, profound, and understanding 
faith about what the Church has meant and continues to mean in your life you are giving God's Church the 
best possible publicity. Your friends will sense the genuineness of your conviction. They recognize the 
difference between the fanatic parroting of pious phrazes on the one hand, and an intelligent, meaningful 
testimony to the richness of one's faith on the other. The latter seldom fails to impress and convinces 

We want all who attend St. James to be a well-informed congregation, to be an inspired and 
inspiring people. We want and need them to be a witnessing people. We want them to be emissaries of 
Christ especially eager to help others find their way to the Church and know the kind of life that our 
Lord offers His discipless 

One of my clergyman—friends told me that he had never done anything in respect of advertis— 
ing his Church. He had depended on the congregation to bear witness to the quality of the worship, of 
the fellowship, and of the preaching in that Church as the best means of bringing others into the fold. 

I am sure that he was right in placing the emphasis on this personal witnessing. May all of us therefore 
endeavor to realize our responsibility in making known to others the "joy in believing™ that has been 
our portion as we have participated in the worship and other activities at St. Jamese

"The members of the Corporation, who shall be qualified to vote at any election for Vestrymen 
and upon all questions which may come before any meeting of the Corporation, shall be all Lay, Baptized, 
and Confirmed persons of the age of twenty-one years or upwards who shall have been worshippers in this 
Church as their usual Place of Public Worship for at least one year, and who shall appear by the books of. 
the Corporation to have contributed towards the current expenses of the Corporation during each of two 
successive years immediately preceding such election or meeting, not less than five dollars ($5.00)." 

Three Vestrymen will be elected at this meeting to serve for a term of three years. The 
Vestrymen whose terms expire are: Mr. Roy Cobb, Mr. William J. Conner, Mr. Robert M. Smith. (These same 
gentlemen are eligible for re-election since the by-laws place no restriction on Vestrymen succeeding 
themselves). 


At the Congregational Meeting the Chairman of the Redecoration Committe, Mr. William Conner, 
will present the subject of carpeting the aisles and Chancel of the Church. Some years ago a motion was 
passed approving the laying of carpet. Many persons question the advisability of this kind of flocr- 
covering. It is felt that some kind of tile flooring would be cleaner and more durable, Your opinion 
and vote will help determine the matter. 


~~ The boys and girls of the Sunday School will have their Annual Bazaar and Supper on Wednes— 
day, May 5th. Your contributions will be appreciated. Home made cakes and candies; fancy goods; contri- 
butions for the “White Elephant" table; are all acceptable. Part of the proceeds of this occasion are 
used to supplement the Lenten Mite-box Offering, The goal for the Sunday School Offering this year is 
$1300.00. The monies are presented at a special service during May and used in the Missionary work of the 
Episcopal Church. 
Recently the following item appeared in the Philadelphia Inquirer: 


"SHOT TOWERS I have read John McIntyre's novel about Philadelphia in the last century called 
"Shot Towers’, Print something about these shot towers. Who a al -_ 

Philadelphia had two shot towers, the first ones built in America. Shot was made by pouring 
molten lead from the top of the tower; it formed into spheres as it fell and dropped into a cooling tank 
at the bottom. 

The more important of the two was the one on Carpenter St. near Front which was opened Oct- 
ober 20, 1808, by John B. Bishop and Thomas Sparks who were in the plumbing business in that area, 
Circular in form, it was 142 feet high, 30 feet in diameter at the base and 15 feet at the top. After 
Bishop withdrew from the firm during the War of 1812, Sparks became sole owner of the shot tower and it 
remained in his family until the turn of the century. Still there, it is now surrounded by a city re= 
creation center." 


Members of St. James will recognize Thomas Sparks as a former Vestryman of this Church, and 
donor of a building to be used as a parish school. The building erected in 1865 was endowed in the amount 
of $6000.00 by Mr. Sparks. In 1904 the building was enlarged and now serves us as a much used parish house» 


Many parishioners regularly use the blue envelopes for a special offering once each month 
usually on the occasion of their receiving the Holy Communion. The money is turned over to the Rector 
“for the Altar Bread and Wine; for any other expenses inourred in the administration of the Holy Communion; 
for people and institutions in need of financial assistance." 

During 1953 the people of St. James contributed $953.08 through these envelopes. All of it 
has been used to help where assistance has been needed. 


Each week memorial flowers are placed on the Altar by interested persons. A fitting prayer 
on behalf of the deceased is said. We would not limit such prayers to the persons in whose name the 
flowers are presented. Anyone desiring the names of persons departed this life to be remembered at the 
Altar may give the names to the Rector in writing (family names are not used in the prayers). The names 
will be read at the 8230 o'clock celebration each Sunday. Please, do not telephone such requests} Send 
names by mail, or have a written list to give the Rector to be used at a service on the following Sunday. 


An interesting paragraph from the monthly paper published by Emmanuel Church, Holmesburg: 

“Recently a mother told the Rector that her son asked how old he had to be so that he could 
stay away from Church on Sunday like his father does. Not too long ago, a young man who is an inmate of 
one of the city's penal institutions remarked that perhaps he would not have been there if his parents 
had regularly attended Church and impressed its importance on him by taking him with them. This is some- 
thing to consider in these days of excessive juvenile delinquency." o 


Our Church is launching a nationwide campaign called BUILDERS FOR CHRIST, dedicated to the 
building needs of the Episcopal Church. In 1952, General Convention, the representative governing body 
of the Church, was concerned about the way our Church was being handicapped by lack of adequate seminary 
buildings, churches, and schools. It therefore ordered a special campaign to be conducted sometime during 
the ensuing three-year period to raise a part of the funds needed for this construction. This is the 
BUILDERS FOR CHRIST Campaign, and its goal is $4,150,000. You are asked to remember the BUILDERS FOR CHRIST 
Campaign in your prayers, and to give it your whole-hearted support. 

In addition to the program of the National Church, the Diocese of Pennsylvania is including 
an item of $70,000 for equipping the new Conference Centre in Radnor, St. James share of the total sum 
is $3250.00. During May we shall ask all of our members to contribute or pledge toward this objective,

Most of you have made commitments to the "Builders for Christ" fund, and we agree 
that the needs of the National Church must come first.

For those who he ve moved into the community and attend St. James Chw ch, or expect to move else- 
where, it is suggested that a Letter of Transfer be obtained from the former parish to St..James Church, 
or from St. James Church to the-parish which they expect to attend. The clergy are required to check the 
list of communicants each year and place upon a separate list those who addresses are known but who do not 
support the. Church or attend its services.. When addresseswre unknown, names are removed entirely from 
the communicant list and sent to the Registrar of the Dioceses Therefore, it is a mistake to assume that 
a name is continued on a Parish Register for merely sentimental reasons. 


In coming to the Holy Communion there are a few simple rulesito follow. Always remove your 
Sloves before coming forward. 

Place your right hand in the palm of your left hand and receive the Consecrated Bread in the 
palm of your right hand and so raise it immediately to your lips. 

When. the Chalice containing the Consecrated Wine is presented to you, take hold of the base of 
the Chalice, guide it to your lips, and tip it sv*ficiently so that you may receive a sip of the wine. 

Having received your own communion, return to your pew and remain quietly, offering your own 
prayers while the others are receiving. ;

"Yesterday I had the unfortunate honor of being on K.P. but at 3 o'clock our time, I took a 
break and found a secluded. corner from which I could visualize the wonderful Candlelight Service that was 
going on at that time in St. James. We are five (5) hours behind you here. I_ truly and deeply missed 
it as I have been a participant in every one for the last eleven (11) Years I am looking forward to 
this time next year when I’ can again be home and able to participate once again. I have become attached 
to All Saints Episcopal Church here in Anchorage and was aksed by the minister, Rey. Sayers, to sing in 
the choir. As my duties are such that I cannot mke it to practice, I was forced to decline. I hove 
taken out a set of envelopes here to further the work of the Church in Aleska. It was very gratifying 
to me to find ‘otit that the majority of Alaskans are members of our Church. I was forced by the duty 
schedule to miss church the first few weeks of my tour here and really felt lost. It is a shame that 
the people back home who come more or less to take church for granted every Sunday, cannot experience 
the need and driving desire to attend that one does when he is far from home. I have found since I've 
been away that the Church is the only solid pillar you can cling to. People know it at home too; but 
their everyday experience:seems to prowd it into the background more than it should be, I have exper- 
ienced a renewal of strength since + have again been able to attend church regularly here that I wish I 
world communicate to the folks back homes I'm afraid.some of them could very well use it a lot more 
than they do. The financial situation of the Church seems to be good heree The missicnary work nere 
has been wonderful and is still going on in>the northern reachess:°I wish you would in some way tell 
them that it has been seen by one of their fellow parishioners; first hand, the wonderful work and re— 
sults that cone from contributing to the red:sideiof their’ envelope.: The Church has made great strides 
in Alasia and it is something: to see. oThis: Christmas:Day,'I,.along with several other fellows from this 
battery, are journeying »p.to.Palmer, Alaska-tocheve Christmas Day with the crippled children of Bear 
Mountain Orphanage.

From an article in a recent issue of "The Church Review" = > f 

"A college girl of our acquaintance is conducting a quiet survey of her own in the dormitories 
by asking students this type of question: "What is the difference between a Christian and a Mohammedan?" 
The answer is usually, "A Christian believ=s in Jesus Christ." Then she asks, "Does that make any real 
difference?" ; 

She reports that a very large number make this kind of reply: "Why, I never thought mich about 
that but I guess it doesn't matter much after all, does it?" These are average young people largely 
from average homes of church people. The average, as far as the Christian faith is concerned, 15 setting 
lower all the time and spiritual erosion is setting deep. We believe that the major probiems we face 
is not the godless boy and girl so much as the apostate and semi-—apostate parent who spiritually re- 
produce his or her kind.

My dear People: 


As I plan the writing of these "Letters" I always discover a host of matters that I would like to 
discuss. Then comes the question which is most important? This time I am eager to explain my inability 
to visit all my parishioners periodically. 


The Church like secular businesses is more and more an involved organization in this twentieth 
century. In the case of St. James there is not only the business side of the ss — the organizations 
that require a certain amount of a clergyman's time, — and the preparation of Services and Sermons. but there 
is the matter of administrating the affairs of a cemetery. We have an active cemetery at St.James. Inter- 
ments, preparations for the erection of monuments, arrangements for annual and perpetual care are all a part 
of the Rector's duties. letter-writing alone concerning many things in this busy parish is a considerable 
consumer of time. There is, furthermore, a steady flow of people who by telephone or interview hold con— 
versations with the Rector. 


You may well understand that a pastor's day is so filled with a variety of activities that thee is 
little time for study or social life. 


I write this not to make anyone feel that I am over—burdened. Like most clergymen I love it or I d 
would not be doing.it. But I do want you to understand that I do not get in to visit you because it is an | 
impossibility. Even our aged "shut-ins" do not see me as often as they should. | 


As a matter of passing interest I looked at the Diocesan Journal to compare St. James with certain 
other parishes in the Diocese. There is not one, so far as I know, where so many people depend on only one 
clergyman. Many parishes smaller than this have two clergymen, and perhaps an office secretary besides, to | 
care for all the affairs of the congregation and the organizations. Someday when our budget permits, we may | 
be able to have an associate for the Rector. Until then you will have to be patient and realize that we are 
doing our utmost to do that which the Church expects of her pastors.

My dear People: 


There are three things absolutely necessary in our practice of religion if we are going to know 
the "joy in believing" and"Peace of God" which have been the experience of earnest Christians from the time 
of Our Lord. They are: 


le Self—commitment to God in prayer and worship. 
2. Unqualified conviction concerning Christian principles of living. 
` 3, Patience. 


A true believer submits himself and every circumstance of his life to God's Wisdom and Guidance. 
He goes about his daily affairs believing that "all things work together for good to them that love God." 
He cultivates the long-range view of life, its purpose and significance. When he prays it is with the 
knowledge that God's Will is all important. Hence he is patient, knowing that the affairs of this universe 
and of his own tiny life, are in the care of an all-wise, all—loving Creator. 


Perhaps the reason for much indifference and lukewarmness in religion to-day is that people look 
for a quick response to their every effort. It is a machine-age. We are used to pushing a button and see— 
ing the light come on, or the motor start. We put fat and a few other substances in a hopper and, presto, 
a cake of soap comes out of the other end of the machine. Since prayer and worship don't seem to work out 
that way people quit praying and worshipping. If saying a prayer at night unerringly brought the desired 
response in the morning, prayer would become a more popular exercise. If humility, compassion, honesty, 
brotherliness brought immediate and tangible proof of their worth people would quickly cultivate the Godly 
virtues. Since these virtues sometimes require sacrifice and inconvenience they are abandoned in favor 
of more profitable and "practical" habits. And the people who adhere to the Christian standards are 
dubbed idealists, dreamers, visionaries. 


This is God's world, not man's. The wise persons are those who place God's Will and Word first. 
Sooner or later they come to know the excellence of the Christian Way of Life. Like the ancient psalmist 
their concluding sentiment is this "O Lord God of Hosts, blessed is the man that putteth his trust in 
thee." (Psalm 84:13). i

My dear People: 

One wonders at the motives that impel people to embrace, and adhere to the Christian 
religion. And what takes people to the Church narticipate in Divine Worship? Doubtless a kind of 
selfishness is one reason: nearly everyone is seeking security; and spiritual security is a source of 
assurance, joy and comfort. Ultimtely an earnest believer grows, by the Grace of God, into a life of 
commitment. e places his trust in God, He seeks earnestly to know the commandments and will of God, 
and to live his life in accord with what he has learned. This is what the Christian means when he speaks 
about being a disciple, not for any material or worldly advantage, but rather that he may live for the 
greater Glory of God. 


The Christian religion in our generation is suffering from two unique maladies. (Of 
course, there are others, but they are not peculiar to this era). 


The one symptom is that of using the Gospel and the Church as a kind of hand—maid to the 
cult of prosperity and healthy-mindedness. There is a great deal of talk about the relationship between 
the practice ofsreligion and one's temporal prosperity and physical well-being. We have no doubt but 
what the children\ of God do experience certain financial and personal advantages because of their Faith. 
But it is wrong td tell people that if they will but accept a certain creedal formula they will prosper, 
and get rid of their ulcers. The emphasis in our Lord's teaching is always on living a spiritual life: 
"Seek ye first the Kingdom of God, and His righteousness," and the other needed things will be added. 


Another serious symptom in this Twentieth Century is the tendency, at least among many 
evangelical churches, to turn the services of Divine Worship into a kind of religious entertainment: E 
recall the member of a certain denomination telling me that his pastor wanted to have the Holy Communion 
at the one Easter morning service. "We objected," said my informant, "We told him we just wanted some 
good music and a nice sermon." Of course, the pastor was right. His parishioners wanted their Worship 
to be a kind of pious pastime. 


We agree that there is a certain entertainment value in religion, and Churches could 
and should make more of it on special wcasions. But the Services of Divine Worship on the Lord's Day 
should never be sacrificed to any popular desire for that which is merely pleasant and entertaining. 
The same thing must be said about sermons. Sermons should be informative, inspiring, comforting; never 
trivial, or merely interesting. 


May all of us have a right understanding about the Church, her motives and mission, and 
especially about her worship and the Gospel which she proclaims.

We do not particularly like to refer to members of St. James being hospitaliz2i but since that 
is one of the experiences of living we would remind parishioners that when they do enter a hospital they 
should give their Church affiliation. Some hospitals, when they have the needed information, notify the 
Clergy. So often a pastor learns about a parishioner's illness, perhaps surgery, long after the return 
home. The Clergy appreciate it if they are informed by the person, or the family, when a parishioner 
is in the need of pastoral visitation.

My dear People: 


Many people living in various sections of this city are concerned about their neighborhoods. 
For years they have lived in a community that has seen little of change. Since the War every available 
piece of ground has been used for erecting new homes. Suburban developments have invited their attentione 
Some of them move to the ultra-modern house beyond the city boundary. Or their children, having come of 
age and marrying, decide to establish their home elsewhere. If the parents remain in the accustomed 
house they continue to be worried about their old neighbors moving away, and about the kind of new neigh- 
bors who are going to move in. 


This matter concerns me as it does the pastor of.so many city parishes. What is happen- 
ing to our congregations? At St. James there is a constant migration of our members to communities in 
Delaware County and elsewhere. It is especially so among our young married couples. Unfortunately, 
there is no great influx of others to take their places. It appears that not too many of the new re- 
sidents of this section of the city are Episcopalians. 


As we consider the problems confronting St. James Church those of us who remain in this 
area must realize that maintaining the Services of Divine Worship and other activities of our Church is 
increasingly our responsibility. We cannot sit at home and forget that we have a share in the public 
offering of prayer and praise to Almighty God. Nor can we complacently side-step our part in under 
writing the budget of our parish activities. 


All of us must face the fact that the welfare of the Church depends greatly on each of use 
If we are indifferent then the Church becomes ineffective. If we are enthusiastic and dedicated to God's 
Service our parish Church reflects our zeal and intereste 


St. James is experiencing a change in her membership. That does not mean that there is 
necessarily a slackening of activitiese There are hundreds of us in this Congregation who can be ever 
on the alert bringing new—comers into the Church, and using etery opportunity to strengthen Parish 
organizations. If all of us cherish a genuine love for old St. James our efforts and prayers will wit- 
ness a steady increase in membership and advance in all our varied activities.

One of my friends, the Rector of a Philadelphia Church, celebrated the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of his ordination to the Sacred Ministry during the past year. He felt that he should 
render an accounting of his service to the Bishop of the Diocese. Accordingly he wrote to the Bishop 


making note of his various activities during his quarter-century as a Clergyman. 


Fifteen years ago on the first day of October, I became Rector of St. James Church. 
I am yer to make a partial report to you accordingly, here are some of the data our records . 
reveal: c 

Baptisms — 970 

ersons presented for Confirmation — 654 

Marriages solemnized — 250 

Burial Office read — 985 
(some of these services were conducted by other Clergymen supplying for the Rector during his holiday). 

Another interesting item is the increase in the value of our total endowments: 
(Sparks Building, Parish and Cemetery.) 

1941 - approximately = $50,000.00 

1956 - á - $120,000.00 


We cite these figures simply as an indication of the activity of our parish Church. 
Actually much of what happens in and about a Church one can not present in statistics. A great part 
of a Clergyman's work has to do with intangible things. He visits the sick and trusts that God has 
used him through his prayers and conversation to comfort and inspire the afflicted. He counsels 
parishioners in many kinds of difficulties. He proclaims the Word of God, praying that his message 
may have been the means of helping someone to deeper faith and greater insight. conducts Divine 
Worship with the intention and hope of enabling his people to feel and know that in a very special 
way they have been in the Presence of God, and that they have offered God earnest and consecrated 
devotion. We Clergy usually cannot see or estimate the results that we obtain by our labors. We can 
only endeavor to do our utmost to the Glory of God and the strengthening of His Church. When there 
are visible results for our efforts we are encouraged, and one can always continue his task with zeal 
and energy if only he has encouragement. 


In a sense I am making a brief report to yous I trust that you share my pleasure as 
together we realize that we have had an active parish, and that some things have been accomplished. 
I also wish to thank all of you who have given me such loyal and devoted cooperation during these 
fifteen years. It is because of your ad alle eg that I have always considered it a pleasure and 
privilege to be the Pastor and Spiritual Leader of this Congregation.

A CENTURY FOR FOUR CLERGYMEN 


On May 1, 1857 the Rev'd. Charles A. Maison became Rector of St. James Church. He continued until 
1895 when the Rev'd. Simeon Lord Gilberson became Rector. Following Mr. Gilberson (1895-1930) was the Kev‘d. 
William Roberts who died in 1941. Since the present Rector succeeded Mr. Roberts it is notewrthy that four 
clergymen have served St. James Church for 100 years. 

As we are looking back a century here are a few paragraphs written by Dr. Maison on March 18,18706e. 

"On the lst of May A.D. 1857 the Rev. Charles A. Maison, having received and accepted a unanimous 
call, became Rector of the parish. During this rectorship, the two pieces of ground eee were purchased and 
added to the Churchyard. In 1859 a Sunday School Building, resembling the Church in style and mterial, 
was erected near the South West corner of the Churchyard. In 1865 a large building of stone was erected 
at the corner of 68th Street and Darby Road for a Day=School or Schoolse The building, when completed 
ope fully furnished was presented to the Vestry by Thomas Sparks Esqe as a memorial to his son, who died in 
nfancy in 1864. 

The Stone Wall along the front line of the Churchyard was continued to 68th Street (about 220 feet) 
by the liberality of Mrs. Donaldson and Mrs. Flickwire 

The Chancel of the Church has lately been improved by the introduction of solid oak and chestnut 
furniture, and a large Stone font was presented to the Church in 1865 by some young parishioners, as a mem- 
orial to a beloved Son of the Rectore 

As a result of services held at Cardington for several years past by the Rector of this parish, a 
new parish was organized in 1869, by the names of St: George's Church, Philadelphia, Several lots at the 
corner of 61st Street and Hazel Avenue have been presented to the new parish by H. By Henry Esq. and a 
Church will probably be built there this year." 


DIOCESAN CAMPAIGN 


All members of St. James should have received mil concerning the campaign for funds sponsored 
jointly by the Diocese of Pennsylvania and the Divinity School. The objective of the Campaign is $1,255,000. 
The Diocesan share $750,000 will be used to purchase sites for new Churches, and to assist in the erection 
of Churches» The Seminary will use the money to erect an addition to the library, and to endow a professor 
ship in Biblical Studies. St. James has been assigned $12,500 as its share in this campaigne At the time 
of this writing (March 27th) 179 pledges have been received for a total of $8,839, Many persons have not yet 
returned their pledge card. Such persons may mail their card to the Church or give it to an usher at any 
Service. Cards are available on the literature cabinet» ‘

THE PARISH FAMILY LETTER 


My dear People: 


When I was the assistant at St. Thomas Church, Whitemarsh, I heard the Rector, Dr. Groton, 
say that he had never advertised in the public press et cetera, the Services or affairs of that parish. 
Of course, there was a parish leaflet, circulated monthly, announcing to the members the regular and 
special meetings, and Services of Divine Worship. There are clergymen, on the other hand, who are con— 
stantly apprising their parishioners and the community of what is happening at "St. Beulah's on the 
Boulevard." Such clergy insist on advertising, "It pay to advertise.” Their parishioners are used to 
receiving frequent notices of the Men's Club program, or of the special service to be held on "Grandmother's 
Day" and so on. In such churches the bulletin board always announces the Sermon with what is supposed to 
be a snappy title. The Clergy who resort to this sort of method and program frequently have well-attended 
Churches, and comfortable budgets. 


Which do you feel is the way that you would direct the work of the Church? Of course, we 
clergy are eager to see our Churches filled with earnest, devoted worshippers. And we certainly enjoy the 
euphoric sense of knowing that there are monies enough to take care of current expenses and benevolencese 
Personally, I do not fault the clergy who use rather unconventional, and possibly theatrical, methods for 
attracting people to their Churches. I do think that it is a sad commentary on my fellow citizens that the 
Church has to use that kind of tactic to impel people to participate in her worship and activities. If 
there be anything wrong in the spectacular methods ofadvertising, the blame is almost entirely upon the 
laity who make such methods necessaryo 


Well, here in St. James we are rather conservative in our methods. We think that the usual 
Services of the Church, conducted with a modicum of ceremony and always, we hope, with solemnity and sin- 
cerity will attract people who value the lovely, inspiring, and comforting ways of our tradition. What do 
you think?

A MEMORIAL CHALICE

inscriptions: 
"St. James Church of Kingsessing, Philadelphia, Penna. 
In grateful memory 
These members of St. James Church met their death 
in airplanes while serving with the Armed Forces: 
Airman 1/c William C. Colgan, U.S.A.F. 
1928 — 1952 
Lieutenant John C, Foley, U.S.N. 
1927 — 1956 
These symbols are engraved on the base: 
An Eagle: a symbol of St. John who soars above this world and points to Jesus as God, upon 
the Throne of Heaven. Frequently the Eagle with outstretched wings is used in Lecterns to remind us that 
Jesus said His Gospel should be preached in all the world. (St. Matthew 24:14) 


A Dove: symbol of the Holy Ghost. (In the Early Church a dove-shaped vessel was commonly 
used for serving the consecrated Bread and Wine of the Eucharist). In secular affairs the Dove is also 
used as the emblem of Peace.

The colors, red, white, and blue represent our country and stand for the American Branch 
of the Anglican Communion."

THE PARISH FAMILY LETTER 


My dear People: 


I find it a matter of great concern that some members of the Episcopal Church take so lightly 
their duty to and loyalty toward the Church. For example, the many parents who bring their children to the 
Church for Holy Baptism, having asked friends or relatives to serve as God-parents. These God-parents, in 
the name of the child, make certain solemn vows among which are that the. child,when properly instructed,will 
"be brought to the Bishop to be confirmed by him." What happens all toofrequently?. ‘The parents, instead 
of bringing the child to the Episcopal Sunday School for instruction and worship, will send him to the 
nearest denominational Sunday School, and proceed to forget about the baptismal obligations. Parents who 
consider so lightly the position and teachings of the Episcopal Church should really not have their children 
baptized according to the ritual of this Church. Otherwise they embarrass the sponsors, and certainly in- 
dicate their own lack of genuine intention. 


There are also those persons who move from a parish to another neighborhood and fail to seek 
the Episcopal Church, A friend invites them to his Church "just aosquare or two away," and there they go. 
It is not that we in the Episcopal Church are intolerant toward other denominations. Every man has the 
privilege of worshipping according to his own convictions and needs. But for a Christian, trained in the 
worship of the Episcopal Church, the denominational bodies offer far from adequate services of the Divine 
Wership. I attend such Services on occasions. I participate with the intention of receiving what comfort 
and instruction and inspiration are available. But, very frankly, the average Service in the Evangelical 
Churches, to me, is only a pious program and, to some extent, religious entertainment, with the Preacher 
high-lighting the affair. 


No Service of Divine Worship is ever entirely adequate. We always fall short of offering 
God the praise, and commitment, and adoration that we owe Him. But I think that the Services of this 
Anglican Church are the nearest expression of adequate worship in Christendom. The substance of our rituals 
and liturgies covers every needed act of devotion: confession, praise, affirmation, intercession, supplica~ 
tion, thanksgiving, adoration, instruction, and so on. What a barren experience by contrast the Divine 
Worship in many Churches! 


When the Sabbath comes it is our solemn duty to worship God in His Church. For an Episcopal- 
ian his primary duty is to participate in the Spiritual worship offered in an Episcopal Church. If he 
desires, for one reason or another, to attend another type of Service elsewhere, later in the day, the 
Church does not forbid him to do so. It does remind him that such attendance and participation are not ad- 
equate expression of Divine Worship as this Church, with her historic patterms and traditions, has received 
and practiced, the same. He is still under obligation to offer God the best act of worship that he can. 

He cannot quiet his conscience by endeavoring to justify his attendance at a Service that does not fulfill 
the requirements of Worship as he has learned and known them. May all of us, therefore, take thought about 
these matters, and renew our loyalty to the Church wherein we have been so well nurtured. 

I trust that this Advent Season will bring you increased "joy in believing," and that you and 
your loved ones may, under God, have a blessed Christmas.

THE DIOCESAN CAMPAIGN 


During the Spring under the leadership of Mr. Gordom W. Gabell we conducted a canvass among 
the members of St. James to raise ag thay for the Diocese and the Divinity School. To date $11,523.50 
has been pledged. Of this amount $5,539.40 has been received in ¢ash offerings. 


SMITH MEMORIAL 


On Sunday October 27th the Rector dedicated a Chancel Chair given by Mr. Robert M. Smith, 
— of the Sunday School and for many years Secretary of the Vestry. The memorial plate 
reads: 

"To the Glory of God and in loving memory of 
Mary E. and William M. Smith 
1864-1948 1846-1917" 

Mrs. Smith had enrolled as a member of the Sunday School on October 11, 1912 and had 31 
hg perfect attendance. She regularly attended the Services of the Church until failing health pre- 
vented. 

A crown has been carved on the back of the chair symbolizing the Kingdom of Sweden. The 
seal of the Diocese of Pennsylvania has three such crowns representing the Swedish Churches, one of which 
is St. James! Kingsessing. 


THE DIVINITY SCHOOL 


The Divinity School is re-decorating and furnishing the old refectory so that the students 
may have a place to talk with their visitors. Until this time there has been no place where a student 
could entertain for an hour or two those guests who may have come a great distance to see him. The Sunday 
School and the Vestry have each contributed fifty dollars from their benevolence accounts for this 
purpose. 


THE DUPLEX ENVELOPES 


The Vestry's Finance Committee meet weekly to count and deposit all monies received. One of 
the biggest tasks is that of opening and recording the sums enclosed in the duplex envelopes. ‘These en- 
velopes have a black-imprinted side, and a red-imprinted side. A perforation is between the two sides so 
that the monies for the parish can readily be separated from the missionary and benevolent fund. Unfor- 
tunately, some contributors will open the envelope into one compartment and insert paper money. When the 
vestrymen separate the envelope along the perforation they tear the bills so inserted. Please remember 
to use the separate red and black sections of the envelopes. Do not open the middle sealed partition 
where the perforation is. Then there will be no need of patching bills with scotch tape. 


THE INTERNATIONAL CHRISTIAN UNIVERSITY IN JAPAN 


During the early Fall the Vestry voted to send a gift of $25.00 to The Japan International 
Christian University. A letter of thanks from the Administrative Secretary included this statement from 
the President of the National Council of Churches, The Rev'd. Eugène Carson Blake: 
"The International Christian Universiey in Japan, just outside of Tokyo, is ina 
position to make a contribution to the life and thought of Japan as is no other 
American related university. The Japanese people have within them qualities and 
have in their country an economy which is bound to make their nation a leading 
one in Asia. Any gift to the International Christian University in Japan is a 
gift to the future peace and prosperity of the whole of Asia."

THE PARISH FAMILY LETTER 


My dear People: 


It is interesting the way that habits of Church attendance have changed during the past twenty- 
five years. Back in the early 1930's the late Sunday morning Service of Divine Worship was the popular 
hour in the Episcopal Church. The Holy Communion was celebrated at an early hour, and a small proportion 
of the Congregation were present. In the middle of the morning the Sunday School had its session and 
then followed the Service of Morning Prayer, the Litany or, on the first and third Sundays, the Holy 
Communion. Evening Services were not well attended, and gradually were discontinued. 


What is the schedule today in representative parishes? The Holy Communion is celebrated at an 
early hour with a constantly increasing number of worshippers. Here at St. James we have hymns and a 
kind of "Sermon-in-a-nutshell." More and more, parishioners seem to enjoy this Service. At 9:40 o'clock 
we have a Family Service. The Sunday School members from the fourth grade through the adult classes par- 
ticipate in a Service of Divine Worship (Morning Prayer or the Holy Communion). Many parents and other 
adults choose to come to this Service, and to remain for the instruction period conducted by Mr. Conklin, 
a Seminarian. Then follows the traditional eleven o'clock Service. 


This is all an interesting schedule for Sunday morning, and we find when we total our attend- 
ances our numbers are increasing somewhat, even though a large number of our parishioners have moved to 
distant suburbs. But! and this is a new phenomenon, - we find that we are having three different congre- 
gations! Congregations who do not know one another. Previously nearly everyone came to the later Ser- 
vice and they became acquaintances and friends. Today the picture is quite altered. The early communi- 
cants never see the eleven o'clock congregation, and the latter do not know the nine-forty worshippers! 
So, we have a suggestion to offer. Why not vary your habit some Sunday, perhaps once a month, - change 
your hour? Attend a Service other than your accustomed one, get to identify and know other members of 
your parish. (Of course, one need not limit his attendance to one service). 


We like to feel that we are one family at St..James,, truly members one of another.. If that 
sense of fellowship is to be a reality among us we must know one another, and find certain pleasure in 
our relationship. If we fail in this we are missing one of the great satisfactions that obtain in being 
members of ‘a parish church. And we think this is very important for people who live in large urban areas.

My dear People: 


Years ago one of my Seminary Classmates remarked that the Pastor of the Congregation of which 
he was a member had stated that he did not ordinarily thank people for any service that they rendered 
the Church. Such service, he insisted, was but doing what is one's duty. Doubtless this venerable 
pastor was thinking of the parable recorded in St. Luke 17. The tenth verse reads "So you also when 


you have done all that is commanded you, say, 'We are unworthy servants; we have only done what was 
our duty.! 


From one point of view the Clergyman was speaking the truth. And what he stated obtains 
for the Clergy as well as for the laity. What we have done for God's Church is our duty. 


In the face of this principle I must say that I do feel the desire to say "Thank you" to 
those persons who generously and dutifully, serve the Church, The business of operating a parish 
Church with its manifold activities is a mutual enterprise. It is the responsibility of clergy and 
laity alike. What a disappointing and burdening experience it is when the laity offer feeble or no 
response to the leadership of their pastor. On the other hand what an incentive it is when members 
of the Congregation eagerly undertake responsibilities in the affairs of the Church. 


So, I am thanking many of you for what you do on behalf of St. James and the Church at large: 
members of the various organizations, the choristers, Sunday School teachers, ushers, scores of you, 
for what you give of self and time. Also, those of you who give of your possessions. Some of you 
are self-sacrificing and very liberal. How it heartens me as a clergyman, and how it encourages and 


challenges me, to know that there are members -of my Congregation, fellow-workers for the Kingdom, who 
set so high a standard of stewardship. 


All of you, accept this expression of gratitude for what you do to help me and the rest of 
our membership make this Parish Church an effective organization in this Community and elsewhere, May 
all of us under God be enabled and impelled to continue as profitable servants in the work of the Church.

Sunday Shopping is censured in a letter from Bishop Emrich of Michigan to his clergy, 
"It is surprising," says the Bishop, "that in our society, with its pressures and over-driven 
souls, people do not with alarm view the encroachment on Sunday as a further increase to the 
pressures and destruction of the small remaining peace we have."

My dear People; 


Years ago when I was a young man I heard an English clergyman quoted as saying that he found it 
difficult to preach to American people because they did not know the Bible. I have no reason to suppose that 
the condition has improved any during my life-time and furthermore, I have a notion that this same Preacher 
would not find the people of the British Isles to-day as well informed in Holy Writ as were their fore- 
bears. This matter is cause for lamenting. I do not see how intelligent Christians can know a genuine de- 
velopment in their religious experience without a fair knowledge of the Holy Bible. Everyone of us ought 
to make it a part of his rule of life to do some systematic reading in the Scriptures, especially the New 
Testament. 


Those of you who are parents: Do not depend on a brief Sunday School session to educate your 
children in the Bible. You must make it your business to familiarize your children with the Bible char- 
acters and the Bible stories. When your youngsters want stories read to them, as often as you can, use 
the Bible Story Books. As they get older provide books that they can read; "The Life of Christ", "The 
Story of St. Paul", et cetera. We would not deprive boys and girls of a reasonable share of time looking 
at television. But, we would make certain that a portion of their time be spent on serious reading, and 
especially religious literature. 


Our Sunday School at St. James distributes a Bible story cartoon-leaflet every Sunday. We think 
it a good way to familiarize the pupils with the Bible characters and Bible stories. It would be very help- 
ful if parents could read from the Bible with their children the story that is depicted in these pictures. 

A few minutes following the evening meal would be productive of much good. 


With all the helps to Bible interpretation, and all the excellent translations of the Old and 
New Testaments that are available, Church members ought to be increasingly well informed. I trust that 


all of our members at St. James will take this matter seriously to heart and help to increase the know- 
ledge of God's Word among God's people. 


During these days of preparation for the Festival of the Holy Nativity may you grow in grace 
and in the knowledge and love of God the Father and of His Son Jesus Christ, our Lord.

THE DIOCESAN CAMPAIGN 


St. James was asked to raise $12,500 for the Diocese and the Seminary. Thus far $9,992.15 has 
been contributed. We trust that all who have made pledges will fulfill their intention as soon as possible. 


During the past season the Vestry has received notification concerning several bequests to St. 
James Church: 

1. The late Jane C. Kershaw bequeathed $1000.00 to St. James. 

2. The Montgomery County Bank and Trust Company has notified the Vestry that one Sarah A. 
Jackson, 215 Chain Street, Norristown has provided a bequest of $2000.00 in her will. Settlement has not 
been made in this matter. The Rector will appreciate hearing from anyone who was acquainted with this ben- 
efactor, the late Miss Sarah A. Jackson. 

(We would note that it has always been the policy of the Vestry receiving such bequests as 
those from Jane C. Kershaw and Sarah A. Jackson to add them to the Endowment Fund so that they may serve 
perpetually as a source of income for the Parish). 

3. During August 1957 the mortal remains of Mrs. May Colflesh Street were interred in the 
Colflesh lot in St. James Churchyard. In June 1956 Mrs. Street had made a will in which St. James Church 
was designated as the ultimate beneficiary. Immediately the estate is placed in a Trust fund and the in- 
come thereof is divided periodically between the husband of the deceased, Mr. George A. Street, and a 
brother, Mr. David E. Colflesh. 

The relevant article in the will reads thus: 

"after the death of both my said husband and my said brother, this trust shall terminate and 
the principal shall be paid to the Church Foundation of the Diocese of Pennsylvania to be held as an endow- 
ment and the income therefrom to be paid to the EPISCOPAL CHURCH in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, known as 
SAINT JAMES OF KINGSESSING, as a Memorial to my mother and father, Eleanor M. Colflesh and John William 
Colflesh (Senior). I direct that a portion of the principal of this fund (not exceeding however the 
sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) be used to erect a suitable memorial in the memory of my mother 
and father and that the balance be held as an endowment fund in their memory, the income only to be used 
by the Church. I request that such wishes as I may have expressed during my life, or may be indicated 
in writings found after my death, concerning the memorial to be erected, be followed," 

This ås an extraordinary bequest, and we are very grateful. It will mean that, added to our 
present endowments, there will be a very liberal invested sum to provide an annual income sufficient to 
keep our entire property in good physical condition. Certainly with such financial security as this 
St. James should be enabled to continue a vital work in this community.

For some families, Homemaker Service may not be the answer, and the agency's caseworkers may be 
able to help the family work out other plans. 

Homemakers are, in effect, substitute mothers, assisting the ill mother if she is in the home. 
They are experienced women carefully selected for their reliability, maturity, their understanding of 
children and ability to manage a home. They usually work an 8-hour day, 5 days a week. Special schedules 
can be arranged at times, and there are times when no homemaker is available.

THE PARISH FAMILY LETTER 


My dear People: 


A matter that should concern all of us is the paradox of increasing Church membership in the United 
States and decreasing Church influence in secular life. One by one States are legalizing lotteries and 
various forms of gambling, commercial transactions on Sunday, et cetera. We look with considerable concern 
at this trend of affairs. Certainly many good traditional standards and customs are disappearing and in 
their place comes only what makes for pleasure or profit. Even though so vast a number of citizens profess 
membership in the various religious bodies it appears that membership does not greatly influence their con- 
victions or conduct in many matters. 


We think that professing Christians should have some iron-clad convictions: they should consider 
the Lord's Day as a day for Worship and Godly activities; they should staunchly refuse to participate in 
gambling projects, or in any kind of intemperate, undignified, or indecent pastime. We remember that in 
other generations when men's activities deteriorated to baseness the God-fearing people girded themselves 
with strong prohibitions. The populace called them Puritans. Perhaps that is what the Church must do in 
this era: sound the call to withdrawal from every semblance of wordliness, It will mean a loss of member- 
ship but it will at least indicate to society that Christians are people who do not just conform to the 
uninspired, and uninspiring, ways of the world. 


I trust that every one of us may know a deepening of faith, a renewal of loyalty, and a growth 
in the love and adoration of God during this Easter Season.

My dear People: 


Often I wonder what is the average Church member's attitude and opinion concerni the Church. ne 
suspects that many persons have the idea that in some mysterious way God i given the Gah to the ries A 
through the mysterious business of ordination, pass on the responsibility to a succeeding generation of Bishops 
and Priests, In the meantime it is the responsibility of the pastors to keep people reminded of their spiritual 
needs, and to teach them the way of righteousness, - for God wants people to be "good". Some people fail to 
participate in the worship and other activities of any parish because, so they say, "I can be just as "good" as 
Church members without going to Services of Divine Worship." 


This sort of talk is very childish. I do not think that God is judging our souls by what we, or most 
other men, call being "good". God wants two things of us primarily. One is trustfulness toward Him, and the 
other is love, the kind of love that endeavors ever to keep His commandments, to seek and do His Holy Will, and 
to offer one's self in dependent and adoring worship. This is more like what God calls being "good". 


There is one other activity that enters into our right relationship with God. That is our respon- 
sibility for the welfare of the Church. It is the responsibility of every person baptized into the Christian 
Church, Not just the Clergy!s burden! The layman from the time that he is baptized is responsible for the 
Church; for her pure doctrine, for her maintenance and growth. You can not as a consistent, thoughtful person, 
side-step your obligation in this matter. The Church is yours. It is yours to cherish, to support; it is 
yours for participation in Divine Worship, day-by-day and week-by-week for as long as you live on this Earth. 
May God grant you joy and satisfaction as you fulfill your duty as a member of the Body of Christ.

THE SPARKS MEMORIAL BUILDING 
It has been almost one century since a member of the Vestry of this Church, Mr. Thomas B. Sparks presented 
a building to the Congregation to be used as a parish school-house. Fifty-five years ago this building was en- 
larged by doubling its first floor area, and by adding a second floor. The result is a sizable structure which, 
however, by modern standards is not very efficient as a parish house. 


To meet the demands that are placed upon this parish house today the Vestry has decided upon a modernization 
program. Of course, an addition could be added to the present structure to meet our needs. Your Vestry has 
decided that the first move should be to make the most of the space available in the building as it now stands. 


The first step is that of improving the basement. The old pit has been filled in. The entire area with the 
exception of the boiler room has been cemented, Another exit direct to the Churchyard is being constructed, 

A men's shower room and lavatory are in process, There will be a locker and storage room, and a small kitchen 
for the accommodation of groups meeting in this improved area, The Men's Club recreation equipment will be 
placed in the basement. In the large area available we plan to offer opportunity for a cub pack, scout troops, 
and similar organizations. Furthermore, we shall be able to utilize the space for Sunday School classes. 


Beyond this immediate operation plans are being made to erect metal stairways in place of the present 
wooden structures, As soon as possible alterations will be made on the first floor. The principle project 
here will be in what we now call the Men's Club room. The plan is to divide the area so that there will be a 
women's lounge, an adequate office, and the remainder a convenient room for meetings and Sunday School classes. 


How will this project be financed? The Vestry has commenced the modernization with the intention of borrow 
ing funds as necessary, Presently we shall have a parish-wide campaign to underwrite the total cost which will 
doubtless amount to $20,000.00 to $25,000,000. No time has been set for this campaign. Immediately we are ask- 
ing our members to make a contribution before the end of October, An envelope is enclosed for that purpose. 
Current commitments total about $10,000.00 = (The cost of cementing the basement, constructing a new exit, 
plumbing, and erecting new walls about the entire area). We are therefore, asking everyone to make a liberal 
contribution. Of the 1,000 persons receiving an envelope, 500 are probably wage earners, An average of $10.00 
each will bring in $5,000.00, a goodly share of our present bill. (We are asking that these envelopes be re= 
turned by Sunday October 18th, ) 


We would suggest and urge that, as the opportunity offers, parishioners use the west stairway and go into 
the basement to observe the improvement in this area,

THE CHURCH DOORS 


Under the Chairmanship of Mr. Leonard Williams the Property Committee of the Vestry has had the doors in 
the north and south transepts of the Church re=hung so that they open outward. Some fifteen years ago this was 
done with the main entrance doors, Now all three sets of doors swing outward, This has been done to facilitate 
evacuation of the Church in case of any emergency. 


One matter that is always a concern for organizations sponsoring any sort of program that necessitates the 
preparation of food is the estimating of the number who will attend. So many people wait until the day arrives 
and then decide whether or not to go to the affair, A rainy day means much of the food will be unused. A clear 
day may bring more persons than can be accommodated. The solution is simple: purchase your ticket ahead of 
time. Then the responsible committee can estimate their requirements.

Especially should we have a 
time to read together the Nativity Story (St. Luke 2:1-20). 


If we do participate in parties and celebrations determine that they all must be worthy of the 
Son of God whose birth we honor.

My dear People: 


All of you who have been confirmed and who are able to be present to participate in the worship of the 
Church on Easter Day should be preparing to receive the Holy Communion. You have been taught from childhood 
that it is customary for communicants to receive the Sacrament at least once each year, and especially on Easter 
Day. 


It is well that each of us examine himself as he prepares to receive the Sacrament of the Altar not only 
concerning those matters referred to in the invitation, "ye who do truly and earnestly repent ---"(see page 75, 
Book of Common Prayer) or possibly in the Exhortations (see pages 85 - 89), but in his general attitude toward 
Our Lord and His Church. 

Every one of us should approach the Altar with a genuine realization of his failures as a member of the 
Body of Christ. 


"Dear Lord, I realize that I am too well satisfied with myself. I think that, because I don't cheat or 
lie or steal, I am a credit to myself and my family. But I am no source of joy to you, Good Lord. Only occa- 
sionally, or once a year, I come to kneel before the Altar. And I must be honest with you. I suppose I receive 
the Sacrament thinking more about what I can get out of, it than what I am giving you. I suppose I am in a sense 
just trying to play safe, so that I may assure myself that I am a Christian and, therefore, in a State of Salva- 
tion. Lord, I know what I ought to be doing. I ought to be praying to overcome this luke-warmness, and this 
indifference, and the self-satisfaction that possesses my heart 364 days of the year. Forgive me, Lord, and 
help me to determine to be a genuine, dependable, consistent, diligent disciple." 


Yes, we need to be offering that sort of prayer to God. We need to come to make our Easter Communion 
thinking not so much of our possessing a portion of God in the Sacrament as of re-dedicating ourselves so that 
God may possess all of us for every day of our lives, and for all of Eternity! 


With the earnest hope that you may ever find increased "joy in believing" and that this Easter Season 
will be one of renewed hope and peace, I remain

The spiritual life is a life of studying God's revelation, and seeking ever to live in accord with God's 
Furposes, It is a kind of adventure wherein we live, day by day, grateful for the privilege, eager to do God's 
will, and finding our joy in a life of service and Commitment. 

I know I have not said enough. My intent in these few paragraphs is simply to help myself, and all of 
us, get a few ideas clearly in our minds as we ponder the question, "What is Spiritual Living?"

THE SPARKS RENOVATION FUND 


Thus far the Vestry has had to spend somewhat over $40,000.00 on renovating the Sparks Building. We had 
not expected the costs to exceed $30,000.00. However, every radiator in the' building had to be replaced. Old ‘ 
electrical work had to be taken out and new wiring installed. These are items that had to be attended to even if 
no other alterations had been made. 

About 225 persons have pledged $15,000.00 toward the project. The present pledges carry through August 
1961. The Committee will shortly send an appeal to all who have not made either a contribution or pledge. If and 
when you receive such a letter kindly respond by mailing or bringing your pledge to the Church. That will save 
the necessity of someone having to call upon you in person. How many Church people will sit at home and let 
fellow parishioners go out on solicitation campaigns! Usually those who do such soliciting are busy people. For- 
tunately, they are people who have a deep love for God and His Church in their hearts and they are, therefore, 
willing to spend themselves in His Service. But let us spare these willing workers. Please, don't wait for a 
visitor to call on you.

The following is taken from the Bulletin of St. Thomas Episcopal Church, Providence, Rhode Island. 
"Apparently the Protestants are not the only ones who have difficulty raising funds for Church support.

We should think that those figures apply to Episcopalians and to most Protestants as well, or 
very largely so. Some give with real pleasure, others as a duty, some if coaxed or urged, and some hate 
to give at all. Human nature is the same whether people are Roman Catholics, or Anglicans or Protestants.

My dear People: 


In an important book on "The Holy Spirit and Modern Thought," The Rev'd Lindsay Dewar refers to the 
"esprit de corps" of the early Christians. These people had a sense of brotherhood, and also the realiza- 
tion of the "presence of the Holy Spirit, who was the power uniting them closely together." But gradually 
this sentiment was weakened. One of the causes, says Dr. Dewar, was the building of 'Churches' in the form 
of bricks and mortar. "This led in course of time to the transferring of the word 'church! from human be- 
ings to buildings, and it became easy for people to forget that the Church is, and must always consist of, 
human beings. Thus the idea of 'going to church! subtly undermined in people's minds the idea of 'being 
the church. ! 


What a vicious thing this is among us today. So few of us realize that we, you and I, the believers,. 
are the Body of Christ, the Church. As is fitting and necessary for our religious life, on the Lord's Day, 
and other days, we go to a building (a church building) to offer our worship. We, the church, offer worship 
to the Blessed Trinity. If we fail in this Divinge Service then we are not really being the Church. 

May all of us take of our time to think about this matter: I and my fellow Christians, we are the Church. 
And we must do nothing, or leave anything undone, that will in any way weaken or cause hardship to the 
Church of God.

The financial problem was expleained in the 1960 Summer Letter, and the situation 
has not changed. By the Summer of 1961 we hope to have the bank loans paid, and then make plans for continuing 
the repair and modernization of our parish house. 


Evening Celebration of the Holy Communion 


Most of you are aware of our having a Celebration of the Holy Communion on the first Sunday evening of each 
month at 7:30 o'clock. Certainly those who attend experience a quality of worship that only the quiet solem- 
nity of the night can bring. 

The Service is arranged primarily for those whose duties prevent their coming to the morning celebrations 
of the Holy Communion. Of course, all confirmed persons are privileged to participate. 


The following notice is taken from a recent copy of The Weekly Bulletin, The Church of the Holy Trinity, 
Rittenhouse Square, Philadelphia: 


SEMINARIAN ASSISTS CLERGY AT HOLY TRINITY 


Mr. Rudolph Moore, a member of the Middle Class at the Philadelphia Divinity School, is the seminarian 
assistant at Holy Trinity this year. He will assist Mr. Lee in the Church School, and after the 11 o'clock 
Services on Sunday you will find him greeting people at one of the side aisle entrances of the Church. Mr. 
Moore's primary purpose in being at Holy Trinity is to gain an introduction and some experience in the pastoral 
and parochial ministry. Mr. Moore is a native Philadélphian, a candidate for Holy Orders from St. James King- 
sessing, and a graduate of the University of Pennsylvania, 


HEATING THE SPARKS BUILDING 


All organizations other than those affiliated with, or sponsored by, the Parish desiring to use the Parish 
House will be required to make a contribution toward the heating of the building, (provided that it is necess- 
ary to operate the heating system). The minimum amount required shall he set from time to time by the Vestry. 

In case of organizations having no source of revenue, and when their program admits of no income, at the 
discretion of the Rector and the Rector's Warden, this charge may be remitted. 

Parish organizations using the building at frequent intervals for profitable affairs willibe expected to 
make a fair contribution toward the heating costs. 

As of this date the minimun charge for having any section of the building heated for any part of the day 
will be ten dollars. Organizations using several rooms, or the auditorium, for a considerable period of any 
day and evening will be required to make a greater contribution to be determined beforehand by the Rector with 
the advice and consent of the Rector's Warden, or of the Accounting Warden. 

Until this year St. James has always been most hospitable in the use of the Sparks Building. The new heat- 
ing system using gas for fuel, has caused a considerable increase in the expense. Hence this action of the 
Vestry. 


THE BELL ROPE 


During the Summer the belllrope broke and we were without our accustomed wummons to worship. Members of 
the family of the late John SchmeHl, who for many years was the Sexton at St. James, report that, that parti- 
cular rope had been attached about forty years ago. The new rope was ready for service on August 24th. Forty 
years of service for it will be the year 2000 A.D.!

We, as His 
people, must consistently live His Way of Life, manifesting every Christian virtue. Herein are we strong with 
God. Hereby we may be able to win the worldly to know God and His Peace. 


Furthermore, we think that a Democratic people who cherish Christian virtues will prove to be the political 
salvation of the peoples of this Earth. 


May your Easter be a time of renewed and deepened Faith, Hope and Charity.

My dear People: 


A friend and former teacher, a College Professor, once said to me, "Most of the Sermons I have heard 
have been good, but they have not been good for anything." Of course, one could have retorted the same thing 
about many lectures that College Professors deliver. Sermons may be informative; some are intended to inspire, 
or comfort, or elicit a definite response in terms of contributing to a certain worthy cause, or of new or deep- 
er commitment to God. Sermons should help one to appreciate the vocabulary of the Church: what is the meaning 
of such words as repentance, grace, forgiveness, sacrament, eternal life, et cetera, and what the experiences 
are that give these words significance. 


One of the purposes of Sermons is to impel the worshipper to soul-searching. All of us under the in- 
fluence of Christian preachers should be knowing the experience of evaluating our own motives and conduct, of 
examining our whole life as Children of God. Our reading of the New Testament especially, and our seeking the 
Holy Spirit's penetrating guidance, will bring us to the insight and understanding and spiritual strength that 
we need. If this is not happening within our lives then we are missing the mark as Christians. 


I think my Professor friend was wrong in his remark. I am sure that he was failing grievously to 
understand why the Church places such emphasis on the proclaiming of the Gospel: its invitation, its promises, 
its benefits, and its comfort. May each of us always weigh seriously the words of the Christian Preacher. They 
are messages of Truth and Life.

My dear People: 


A nationally-circulated and very popular news magazine in its February 16th issue had an interesting and 
thoughtful article in the "Religion" section captioned "The Tithe that Binds." The story is that of congregations 
where tithing (the giving of one tenth of one's income to Church and charity) is advocated and practiced. For 
example, St. Andrew's Episcopal Church, Wellesley, Massachusetts: the annual budget has increased from $55,000 to 
$132,000. Other examples are given for Churches of various denominations. 


There are various references in Holy Writ to the practice. Thus Leviticus 27:30, "And all of the tithe 
of the land, whether of the seed of the land or of the fruit of the tree, is the Lord's: it is holy unto the Lord." 


Some members of St. James Church do tithe their income. More of us should. All of us ought to be prayer- 
fully considering the matter. Surely we do owe to God and His Church much more than we are giving. I lay this 
matter before every one of you. Let us get our financial affairs right with God. 


The article referred to above includes this statement, "Ministers and priests who seek to promote tithing 
emphasize man's néed to give, rather than God's need for cash.” Tithing thus becomes an act of worship, express- 
ing the giver's personal commitment to God. Says Dr. John Anschutz of Washington's Christ Episcopal Church, "We 
emphasize --- the convinced Christian's need to take a serious look at what stewardship really means: it is a 
definite commitment, a very real investment of one's time, talent and treasure." 


May all of us, as we contemplate the joyous experience of Easter, find renewed incentive for contributing 
to God's Holy Church, and increasing satisfaction in giving.

THE NEW REGISTER 

During this 200th Anniversary Year we will begin to use Volume VIII of the Parish Register. We intend to 
make new entries as of August 6, 1962 since the cornerstone of the Church was laid on August 6, 1762. The regis- 
ter contains the record of all Baptisms, Confirmations, Marriages, Burials, and Transfers to and from the Parish. 
There is also the very important Communicant List. This is the list of names of those confirmed members of the 
Church who give evidence of active status by regularity in attending Divine Worship and in receiving the Sacrament 
of the Holy Communion. 

AS a reminder we re-print the Canon adopted at the General Convention of the Church in Detroit, 1961. 


Section 1 - "All persons who have received the Sacrament of Holy Baptism with water in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, and whose Baptism has been duly recorded in this Church, are members 
thereof. 

Section 2 - All such baptized persons who shall for one year preceding have fulfilled the requirements of 
the Canon, Of the Due Celebration of Sundays, - (All persons within this Church shall celebrate and keep the Lord's 
Day, commonly called Sunday, by regular participation in the public worship of the Church, by hearing the Word of 
God read and taught and by other acts of devotion and works of charity, using all godly and sober conversation - 
Canon 19): unless for good cause prevented, are members of this Church in good standing. 

Section 3 - All such members in good standing who have been confirmed by a bishop of this Church, and who 
shall have received Holy Communion at least thrice during the next preceding year, are communicants in good 
standing, 


All persons receiving the Holy Communion during this Season are urged to fill in the following and return 
to the Rector. The form may be placed in the Offering Plate, given to an usher, or mailed to the Church. As the 
New Communicant list is created only those names will be included who give evidence of fulfilling the requirements 
of the Church for Communicant status.

THE PARISH-FAMILY LETTER 


My dear People: 


All of us should be concerned about our knowledge of the Holy Bible. We ought to be doing some systematic 
reading of God's Word, and especially the New Testament, This Episcopal:Church lays great emphasis on Corporate 
Worship, and particularly on the experience of the Holy Communion. In the Prayer Book Services of Divine Worship 
there is frequent reading from Holy Writ. There is no Church in Christendom that uses Holy Scripture in her 
Services any more than the Anglican .Communion, The contents of the Book of Common Prayer are either portions of 
the Holy Bible or are prayers, Creeds and exhortations that incorporate Scriptural passages or ideas. 


If we would adequately appreciate our public worship we ought, therefore, to be more familiar with the 
Book upon which it depends. Its value lies also in its helping us in all the problems of life. Back in 1917 
President Woodrow Wilson wrote this: 


"The Bible is the word of life. I beg that you will read it and find this out for yourselves - 
read, not little snatches here and there, but long Passages that will really be the road to the 
heart of it. You will find it not only full of real men and women but also of things you have 
wondered about and been troubled about all your life, as men have been always; and the more you 
read the more it will become plain to you what things are worth while and what are not, what 
things make men happy - loyalty, right dealings, Speaking the truth, readiness to give every- 
thing for what they think their duty, and, most of all, the wish that they may have the real 
approval of the Christ, who gave everything for them - and the things that are guaranteed to 
make men unhappy - selfishness, cowardice, greed, and everything that is low and mean. When you 
have read the Bible you will know that it is the Word of God, because you will have found it the 
key to your own heart, your own happiness, and your ow duty." 


I trust that this Christmas-tide, inspired by the story of the Holy Nativity, will be for each of you a 


time of good fellowship and joyous worship.

My dear People: 


: It has never been my principle to equate Christian discipleship with the amount of one's contributions 
to either Church or charity. The ability of people to give is conditioned often by factors that are known only 
to the person concerned. But there is a relationship between one's discipleship and one's willingness to sacri- 
fice for God's Church. Willingness to sacrifice shdéuld express itself in eagerness and conviction. 


Everyone of us, I assume, desires to do and give something for Christ's Church. That means, of course, 
to help maintain the clergy and other members of the staff: organist, custodian, secretarial assistance; to pro- 
vide for the care of the buildings; to support certain benevolent and missionary activities of the Church. But 
how much shall we give? We cannot answer this question in dollars and cents. It is for everyone who professes 
the Name of Christ to work over his budget and devote a certain proportion to the Church of God. Many of us, 
were we to analyze our giving, would have reason to be ashamed of what we give back to God. We have every com- 
fort and luxury: often two cars; two houses; et cetera. What the Church or Charity receives is a pittance. 


Let us re-think this matter. Is ten per cent of our income too much for most of us to give for Church 
and Charity? Many of our parishes are proclaiming this as the objective for all of us to attain. So wide-spread 
is the practice that the Reader's Digest printed an article in 1958 "Modern Tithing - A Vital Revival". This 
article cites the great increase in parish budgets, and the ability of parishes and dioceses to expand their 
present activities, or to develop projects in new areas because Church members have contributed more liberally. 


If the budget of St. James Church had been greater we could have had, these many years, another full- 
time clergyman to help develop our parish. Today we would have been much Stronger than we are; and more active 
in promoting community and parish activities. 


It is our privilege to give; to give back to God for His Church what God has entrusted to us. 


May this Holy Season be a time for you to meditate upon your giving of self, and your giving of your 
possessions, to God for His use.

COME AND BE COUNTED 


In 1961 the General Convention of this Church adopted the following Canon. We publish it again for 
your information. 


Section 1 - "All persons who have received the Sacrament of Holy Baptism with water in the name of the Father, 
oe the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, and whose Baptism has been duly recorded in this Church, are members 
thereof. 

Section 2 - All such baptized persons who shall for one year preceding have fulfilled the requirements of the 
Canon, Of the.Due Celebration of Sundays, - (All persons within this Church shall celebrate and keep the Lord's 
Day; commonly called Sunday, by regular participation in the public worship of the Church, by hearing the Word 
of God read and taught and by other acts of devotion and works òf charity, using all godly and sober conversa- 
tion - Canon 19): unless for good cause prevented, are members of this Church in good standing. 

Section 3 - All such members in good standing who have been confirmed by a bishop of this Church, and who shall 
have received Holy Communion at least thrice during the next preceding year, are communicants in good standing." 


We are in process of creating a Communicant list in the New Parish Register (Volumn VIII) which dates 
from August 5, 1962. Only those persons who fulfill the spirit and intent of this canon will have their names 
inscribed in this new register. 

It will be a help to the Rector if persons receiving the Sacrament of the Holy Communion will sign the 
enclosed form. Place it in the offering plate or mail it to the Church. 


CAMERAS IN THE CHURCH 


We ask that there be no picture taking during any Services within the Church. At Weddings arrangements 
may be made for posing following the ceremony. When there are special programs: tableaux, the Lucia Fest, 
Flowering of the Cross, and so on, the Rector may authorize one person to use his camera. If this rule were not 
observed there would be undue distraction caused by the photograph enthusiasts. 


THE BOOK OF REMEMBRANCE 


On June 24, 1962 we dedicated a beautiful book to be used for recording the names of your departed 
loved ones. The Repository in the North Transept was also dedicated. 

Persons who desire to make a contribution to the Parish Special Fund in lieu of sending flowers at the 
time of death may mail their cheque to the Church together with the name and address of the person who should 
receive notice of your gift.

My dear People: 


ú h Occasionally someone who has moved to another community will tell me that their Episcopal Çhurch is too 
high," These same persons will add that they have been attending some other denominational church, The services 
they are participating in are invariably very informal: there is no liturgy; they sit through everything in the 

worship; they may celebrate the Lord's Supper once a month, or only four times a year, et cetera, I ask my informers, 
Why is it that this sort of worship is never too !low!?" It is always "The Episcopal Church is too high"! 


I find it very difficult to sympathize with such persons in their thinking. 


What have they carried away from St. James as experiences that they should feel are essential to Christian 
Worship? There should be the spirit of solemnity and dignity; the Holy Communion should be central; the beauty and 
living power of the Sacred Scriptures should be beautifully and clearly set forth as in the Offices of the Book of 
Common Prayer; there should be reverence in every act; the kneeling for prayer; the sitting for instruction, the 
Standing for praise, et cetera. 


When I enter an Episcopal Church, these are the things that I look for an expect. Whether it be "high" or 
low", I usually find just such evidences of worshipfulness. This is what nurtures my soul as I raise my heart and 
mind to God. Some of the ceremony, certain of the vestments may be strange to me. But the language of solemnity, and 
adoration, of reverence and self-dedication is always very understandable. And that is what is of abiding worth. May 
I, therefore, suggest that wherever you may be, during a holiday, or if you have moved away from us, you thoughtfully 
endeavor to understand what is being done in the Church wherein you are worshipping. Usually a bit of thoughtful 
inquiry will bring one to an appreciation of the ceremony that at first may have saomed strange. This is all part 
of one's growth in the rich experience of the Worship of this Anglise., Communion. 


My added expression of concern that your Summer may be a time of physicat and spiritual refxe_-1ment.

My dear People: 


I am writing this to you on the day when the mbrtal remains of a noble American are being interred in 
Arlington Cemetery. By the time that you receive the letter probably two weeks will have passed, and all of 
us will be involved in the busy preparations. for Christmas. But the impact of the tragic death of John F. 
Kennedy will not be easily forgotten. We have all bgen shaken and shocked. No reparations can be made before 
the throne of the Holy and Just God for the preciows life of a man cut down before he fulfilled his destiny 
on this earth. The death of the culprit accomplishes nothing in this matter. The martyrdom of John F. 
Kennedy does only one thing and that is to place everyone of us in democratic way of life. It is only as 
you and I, and all Americans, live with increased dedication, and more sensitive conscience, that we can 
in any small degree help to fill up the measure of life that has been drained by a foul and cruel murder. 


' The martyrs of our faith have placed us in debt. Our Lord's death on Calvary summons us ever, so 
compellingly, to offer ourselves to the God of Life, - to offer ourselves in penitence and devotion, all 
that we are and all that we have, - for the fulfillment of our debt and obligation to the High and Holy 
One who has made us. The Spirit of God is upon us to comfort and inspire, but it is ever summoning us to 
realize that we are debtors before the Eternal Love.

My dear People: 


Years ago a prominent American said something to this effect, "The Episcopal Church is a sleeping 
giant. Watch out for it when it awakes." Of course, this is not an adequate appraisal. There is a 
certain lack in the American people who fial to appreciate the Anglican (that is, the Episcopal) Church, 
- the. richness and- depth of her history, her worship, her fellowship. But in one matter we agree with 
the oft-quoted prominent citizen. Episcopalians are not sufficiently aware of the value of their own 
Book of Common Prayer. This volume is the superior of any comparable volume in Christian literature, 
the Holy Bible excepted. The Book of Common Prayer is an excellent presentation of the best of 
Christian thinking during these years of Grace. The Prayers: and Collects, the Instructions, every 
Paragraph in the Orders of Worship interpret Holy Writ, and express those teachings which are of 
greatest importance in the thinking and living of Christians. Students of the Prayer Book, we believe, 
will read the Holy Bible with greater understanding and appreciation, with a better sense of religious 
values. 


Know your Prayer Book. (There are usually in the Literature Cabinet, leaflets and booklets that 
relate to the Prayer Book. ) 


During Lent the Wednesday evening addresses have been on certain Services of the Book of Common 
Prayer: The Penitential Office, The Litany, The Order for the Burial of the Dead, et cetera. The Upper 
Classes of the Sunday School are currently devoting their sessions to a study of this book. We expect 
that all, because of their knowledge of The Book of Common Prayer, will be more well-enlightened 
Churchmen, and better Christians. 


Of course, we do not aver that the Prayer Book can not be improved. There is a Standing 
Commission of our Church constantly studying matters that need alteration or additions. At some future 
date a new edition will be authorized. In the meantime we may well depend on the present edition to 
be a sufficient guide and comfort in all the affairs of this life. 


As we look forward to the Great Festival of Easter may it be with increasing assurance that the 
Lord Jesus has risen from the dead, that death has lost its sting, that we, embracing the Faith, move 
on to the Life Immortal.

INDEBTEDNESS 


The Church Heater installation cost was $7,695.00. To date $5,201.70 has been paid by contributors. 
The current pledges will terminate in November, 1964. By that time we assume that all will have fulfilled 
their obligation and the heater account closed. 


There is an indebtedness on the Sparks Building of $14,755.52. During next winter we shall have a 
parish campaign to wipe out that deficit. When this is accomplished we plan to build the needed addition 
at the rear of the Church. Such a building will replace the present Vestry room and provide space and 
facilities for the Choirs, the Altar Guild, the Vestry and the Clergy. This latter project is much in the 
mind of the Rector. Of necessity the Rector will have to retire in November 1968. He cherishes the hope 
that he may have the health and strength to "carry on" for these several years. And he would like to see 
this one project accomplished ere he retires!

My dear People: 


If we would help the members of our families arid our friends and all with whom we are associated - 
to keep in a wholesome and balanced state of mind we will refrain from a habitual expression of our 
prejudices. I am quite certain that a great deal of the hurt that comes to all of us as the result of 
the ill-will and ridicule of others issues from the careless repetition of prejudices. Children sit at ., 
table and hear their parents saying unfavorable. and unkind things about neighbors, religions, people or” 
other races or nationalities, et cetera. Is it unusual, therefore, for a youngster to leave his home 
and hurl a stone at the window of a Church, or school, or neighbor whom his father has condemned? OP it 
may be just a matter of expressing the prejudice of his parent before other girls or boys. This is the 
way that animus is created. Others are labeled, and often with scurrilous names, as though they were 
not worthy: Jews, Catholics, Protestants, Negros, Puerto Ricans, Orientals, 


` 


People do not rise above their prejudices easily. Most of us have had strong prejudices incul- 
cated when we were children. Many people never get over these distorted opinions; probably get a great 
deal of satisfaction cultivating them, and endeavoring to win others’to share them. 


If we are going to live together in this free land as fellow-citizens committed to the principles 
of our Constitution we have to break down our prejudices, and we have to do what we can to help others 
to ¢he’ Bame experience. 2 ; 


Fair-mindedness requires at least two qualities: the disposition to be true and just in our think- 
ing; the eagerness to get the facts, knowledge, before we make our judgements. "Prejudice is being down 
on what you are not up on." : 


Our religion should be the inspiration to our seeking to live above prejudices. Certainly the words 
that St. John records, as of Our Lord, apply in this matter as in many others: "Ye shall know the truth 
and the truth shall make you free." It is the responsibility and privilege of the Child of God to be free 
of ignorance, bigotry, animus, suspicion, prejudice. For "Prejudice is a vagrant opinion without visible 
means of support."

Every Sunday at the 8:15 o'clock Celebration of the Holy Communion we offer a prayer for the de- 
parted. (See in the Book of Common Prayer - “For an Anniversary of One Departed" among the prayers in 
Family Prayer.) If it is possible those interested persons should be present at the Service when their 
friend or loved one is named. 

What is the Rector's Discretionary Fund? This is an account maintained by voluntary contributions, 
and baptismal offerings, to underwrite certain expenses not included in the parish budget, e.g. the pur- 
chase of material for the literature cabinet; prayer books for the Confirmation Class; maintenance of the 
Rector's car; postage, and certain items in the Rectory telephone bill, et cetera. 


In addition to direct contributions to this fund the loose offering at the 11 o'clock Service on 
the first Sunday of each month is provided by the Vestry.

TITHING 


No, this is not a directive for you to determine on setting aside 10% of your income for Church 
and Charity. 

It is a suggestion that you sit down with paper and pencil and total your weekly or monthly in- 
come (say, after taxes). Then set beside it what you give to your Church. Is the first figure in 
dollars, possible three figures at that? 

Is the second figure very small by comparison; possibly, with some, in cents? 

Isn't the Christian way to determine that a definite per centage, 1% or 5% or 10%, - belongs to 
God? (Of course the figure depends on one's income, and on his irreducible family needs considering 
the number of children, et cetera). Whatever the per centage is, set it aside. It is not for personal 
or family use. Then go about using it as an expression of gratitude for all the blessings of life. 


The Rt. Rev. Paul Gouyon, Coadjutor of Rennes, suggested that “Anglicanism should be given special 
mention as district among Churches that arose out of the Reformation." He asked that there be three 
separate chapters in the Council's schema on Christian unity - one each devoted to the Anglican Communion, 
the Orthodox Communion, and the Protestant Churches.

My dear People: 


The United Nations Association of the U.S.A. published recently in its "News" a tribute to Dag 
Hammarskjold, late Secretary-General of U.N. The Article quotes Dean Rusk, Secretary of State, "In my 
Job, I often think of Hammarskjold's reply to a newsman who asked about his interest in mountain climbing: 
‘What I know about this sport is that the qualities it requires are just those which I feel we all need 
today - perseverance and patience, a firm grip on realities, careful but imaginative Planning a clear 
awareness of the dangers - but also of the fact that fate is what we make it and... the safest climber 
is he who never questions his ability to overcome all difficulties!" 


This, I think 1s profound insight. There are two kinds of Christians who will object to the state- 
ment "fate is what we make it"; those who think that the course of affairs is fore-ordained and they there- 
fore. need only let God work out His will; those who accept nothing of challenge in life and, therefore, 
avoid responsibilities. "Let Bill do it." 


I am thankful for being in a Christian tradition that very definitely lays responsibility on me, 
that says "you have been given understanding and vision and a Job to do. By the Grace of God be up and 
doing it" May everyone of us lay this to heart concerning all of our obligations: our family, our 
community, our vocation, our Church. 


On another occasion Mr. Hammarskjold wrote this about himself, "Your responsibility indeed is 
terrifying. If you fail, it is God, thanks to your having betrayed Him, who will fail mankind. You fancy 
you can be responsible to God. Can you carry the responsibility for God?" What a penetrating question for 
a Christian diciple to ask himself! 


It is my earnest desire that each of you, surrounded by beloved friends and family, may have a 
spiritually blessed and joyous Christmas-tide,

YOUR NAME AND THE PARISH REGISTER 


Occasionally some people will say to a pastor, "I concluded that, since I have not been attending 
Services of Divine Worship, my name was ‘dropped! from the rolls of the Church." 


Such persons are under misapprehension. Names are never ‘dropped! from the Parish Register. 
Whatever happens is noted in the Register. Thus if one were excommunicated, or were inactive, or were 
transferred to another Parish, a statement would be inserted. Later, if the person were to resume his 
place in the worship of this parish, a notation would be made, e.g., the "I" for inactive would be re- 
moved, et cetera. The Register is a permanent record with informative notations. 


The parish file -is-enother matter. That-is—a-card index with the names of active-members in- 
cluded. When any become indifferent and inactive their name is removed from the file. Hence they 
receive no mail from the Church since seemingly they desire none of the privileges or responsibilities 
of Church membership. 


MEN IN MILITARY SERVICE 


We will appreciate your mailing to the Rectory the addresses of all persons affiliated with St. 
James who are serving in the Armed Forces. Periodically a letter is sent to each in an effort to assure 
them that they are not forgotten by us. . 


We ask that no one place anything in the literature cabinet without first consulting the Rector. 
Sometimes irrelevant or inflammatory material is inserted to our embarrassment. Obviously, any person 
taking material from our rack assumes that we have approvingly placed it there.

Dear Fellow Parishioners: 


The events of the past several months, culminated by our beloved Rector's Farewell Service on 
Sunday, February 27, 1966 and subsequent retirement, have brought our Parish Family into a new and 
strange era. While a reality, it is difficult for us to realize and fully comprehend that Mr. Gilbert 
has shed the yoke of responsibility as Rector of St. James, Kingsessing which he bore so unselfishly 
and triumphantly for a quarter century. Although our hearts are heavy at the seeming loss of one 
whose ministry has had such an impact on each of our lives, we rejoice with him for having "run the 
good race" and achieved his victory for Christ. 


Officially, we are now a Parish without a Rector. This places two heavy responsibilities upon 
our Vestrymen and Wardens. First, provision must be made for maintenance of services, and, secondly, 
a new Rector must be sought, nominated, elected, called and, finally, instituted. 


This first responsibility has been successfully accomplished in that the Rev. William H. Fox 
has graciously agreed to conduct Sunday Worship Services at St. James until such time as a new Rector 
is instituted. Father Fox, whom we all know from his previous service to St. James, now comes to us 
with a mission. His mission will be to nurture and sustain our common bond of regular corporate 
worship from which each cf us may draw the spiritual grace, strength and wisdom to go forward as a 
prayerful and united Parish Family to the glory of God. Let us all whole-heartedly resolve to support 
Father Fox in his mission at St. James by finding our way each Sunday to God's House and thereby attest 
to our commitment to Christ and our concern for the well being of St. James. 


Of uppermost concern at the present time to all of us is the matter of a successor to Mr. Gilbert 
and rightly it should be. Securing a new Rector is a slow, deliberate, diligent and prayerful process. 
The next few years will be critical but challenging ones for St. James which makes the task of calling 
a new Rector doubly important. For while we are the heirs of a long, rich history, filled with 
tradition and noteworthy accomplishments, the challenge of the future is upon us today. That challenge 
will rest squarely upon the shoulders of the new Rector. May God in his infinite goodness and love 
grant to those responsible for making this decision the wisdom to seek and find the one best man for 
the spread of His Kingdom in our parish. Let each of us pray daily for God's guidance and grace in 
this endeavor.

You have been 
an inspiration to me during these years, and I thank God for the privilege of being your pastor and 
friend.

My dear People: 


At the Congregational meeting on Easter Monday I announced that it was my intention to retire 
during the next year. Accordingly I submitted a letter of resignation at the October session of the 
Vestry proposing February 28, 1966 as a date for me to terminate my position as Rector of St. James 
Church, You may be assured that this decision has come uninfluenced by any persons or circumstances 
other than my own conscientious opinion that St. James should have a much younger clergyman to provide 
the leadership that is needed if it is to grow in numbers and influence. We are becoming increasingly 
a Congregation of older people. Many of those younger members who might have kept our ranks more vigor 
-ous have moved away. Some younger people are moving into this area, and others will settle here as the 
Eastwick section is developed. A clergyman who is nearer the age of such couples will obviously be able 
to establish a better relationship with them, and bring them into active participation in the worship 
and work of St. James. To that end I will be pleased to see my place taken by a younger priest of vision, 
enthusiasm, energy and Christian dedication. 


The rectorship of this parish is a demanding task. It requires all that a clergyman has to give 
of time and energy. It is no mis-statement for me to say that this very responsibility has been my pleasure. 
I have has a truly encouraging and joyous experience among you. Even though I no longer serve as Pastor I 
shall continue to know you as my friends and brethren in the Lord.°I hope that there will be many occas- 
ions when we may be together to perpetuate our friendship. 


Unless my present intentions are greatly altered I shall make my home in the Philadelphia area, 
where I will be near enough to visit the place and people who have deeply enriched my life for a quarter 
of a century.

YOUR NAME AND THE PARISH REGISTER 


Occasionally some people will say to a pastor, "T concluded that, since I have not been attending 
Services of Divine Worship, my name was 'dropped' from the rolls of the Church." 


Such persons are under misapprehension. Names are never ‘dropped! from the Parish Register. | 
Whatever happens is noted in the Register. Thus if one were excommunicated, or were inactive, or were : 
transferred to another Parish, a statement would be inserted. Later, if the person were to resume his 
place in the worship of this parish, a notation would be made, e.g., the "I" for inactive would be re- 
moved, et cetera. The Register is a permanent record with informative notations. 


The partsi file is another matter. That is a card index with the names of active members  in- = 
cluded. When any become indifferent and inactive their name is removed from the file. Hence they 
receive no mail from the Church since seemingly they desire none of the privileges or responsibilities 
of Church membership. 


MEN IN MILITARY SERVICE 


We will appreciate your mailing to the Rectory the addresses of all persons affiliated with St. 
James who are serving in the Armed Forces. Periodically a letter is sent to each in an effort to assure 
them that they are not forgotten by us.

My dear Friends: 


When the Son of God was born into this world he was born in a stable. The stable was not a pretty 
little Nativity scene such as we see portrayed everywhere, with plaster saints and snow white sheep, 
but a place that smelled of goats and cattle, a barn warmed only by the heat of the animals’ bodies. 
You sat on the ground and laid your baby in the straw and prayed to God you could have a decent room 
tomorrow. A poor Jewish girl travelling far from home with her husband must have wished for something 
better for her child, but she did not have much of a choice. 


The Son of God came into this life in the situation that prevailed at the moment. He keeps on com- 
ing into our lives in whatever circumstances we momentarily find ourselves. Are we sick? He is there. 
Are we sorrowful, in trouble? He is there. Is our life in a mess, have we failed in some important 
way? He is with us. Just as his presence changed the stable where he was born into a palace and the 
manger into a throne, his presence in our lives turns sorrow into joy, darkness into light, doubt and 
confusion into the purpose and plan of God. 


The appreciation of all of us should go to the many workers who made our Parish Visitation such a 
helpful experience. Approximately 80 persons participated in some capacity, and nearly 500 contacts 
were made. In many cases the visitor had to call several times to find someone home, and in a few cases 
it was impossible to contact anyone. The number of hours given to the service of the Church by our vol- 
unteer workers is considerable. 


As a result of the Visitation several Baptisms have been arranged, a few persons will be brought to 
Confirmation, visits are being made on some of the sick and shut-in -- all of which is very important in 
the ongoing life of our Parish Church. Even more important, some 500 homes have been visited in the 
name of Christ, and I have been given a great deal of help in getting to know our congregation. 

I want to thank you for your cooperation in receiving the visitors into your homes in such a friend- 


ly way, and especially do I want to thank the men and women who gave so freely of their time and ener- 
gies to make the visitation the success it was. 


May each one of you with your friends and family have a blessed and joyful Christmas.

THE PARISH FAMILY LETTER 


My dear Friends: 


It was my great joy and privilege on February 12th to present to Bishop Tsu twenty-three persons 
to receive the Laying-on-of-Hands in Confirmation and three persons to be received into the Communion of 
the Episcopal Church. Their names are listed elsewhere in this letter, and I am sure that you will all 
do your utmost to make them feel welcome as members of our Parish family. It was very encouraging to me 
to be able to present this fine class and to administer Holy Communion to them on the following Sunday. 
Confirmation and Communion are two of the greatest privileges of Church membership and should not be 
taken lightly by any churchman. 


One of the questions that is often asked by new members is how often one should receive Holy Com- 
munion. While there is no strict rule on this, and it is something each Christian must ultimately de- 
cide for himself, the Church does offer some guide lines upon which to base our decision. 


First of all, the Canon Law of the Church states that in order to be a “Communicant in Good Stand- 
ing” a person must receive Communion at least three times in the year. This is really the minimum stan- 
dard for Episcopalians. At the other end of the scale are those persons who try to receive Communion 
daily. Services are provided here at St. James on all Sundays and major Holy Days. Coming to Communion 
every Sunday was the practice of the early Christians and has much to commend it. Most members, I sup- 
pose, try to receive Communion at least once a month, and this seems to be the norm among Episcopalians. 
Whatever you decide upon as your own standard, try to be faithful to it. 


Remember also that it is our bounden duty to worship God every Sunday in his Church, if at all 
possible. I know there are many persons who would worship with us but cannot because of age or illness 
or distance. Take full advantage of your opportunities while you are able. Do join with us at our 
Holy Week and Easter Services, but do not neglect the rest of the year. Remember that each Sunday is a 
little Easter, and a time for the Christian congregation to gather together to offer worship to almighty 
God. 


My best wishes to all of you for a blessed Easter season.

WHO MAY RECEIVE HOLY COMMUNION? 

Occasionally the question is asked: “Who may receive Communion in the Episcopal Church?” The answer 
ordinarily given is: “Anyone who has been Confirmed by a Bishop of the Episcopal Church or a Church in 
communion with this Church, or anyone who has been Received into this Church.” There is nothing in this, 
however, to prevent a Christian who is a communicant member of another denomination from receiving Holy 
Communion when he is a guest in an Episcopal Church. The practice of “guest Communion” has been widely ac- 
cepted and practiced in our Church for many years. In any case, a person wishing to receive Holy Communion, 
whether a member of the Episcopal Church or another Christian Church should approach the Lord’s Table in the 
spirit of faith, penitence and love. 


Bequests made to St. James Church over the years have helped to build up the endownent funds and have 
paid for a great many physical improvements. When making a will (as everyone should do) consider including 
your Parish Church. 


The Sparks Building is available to members of St. James Church for Wedding Receptions and similar 
activities. While there is no charge made for the use of the building, nominal charges are made for heat 
and light and for the services of a sexton. For further details or to make arrangements, please contact the 
Rector. 


Occasionally an older person asks the Rector if he can help him find a place to live. If any of our 
members would be willing to rent a room or provide room and board for a suitable person, would he please con- 
tact the Rector. 


The Pennsylvania State Employment Service maintains an Outreach Station at the Paschall Apartments, 
7212 Woodland Avenue. Jobs of many kinds are available, and there is a job counselor there to give help and 
advice.

My dear Friends: 


As we approach Christmas this year it is a troubled time for our world. We face warfare and conflict 
in our world and society, division and alienation among our people, which is quite the opposite of that 
peace for which we all long. It may help us if we remember that it was into just such a world that the 
Lord Jesus was born. In him God came to do something about the trouble the world was in. 


It is important for us to realize that when Jesus did come, God did not with one dramatic gesture set 
everything aright.

During the past few months two important items of property maintenance and improvement have been car- 
ried out. The roof of the Church has been repaired and painted, and the kitchen on the first floor of the 
Sparks Building has been painted and had new linoleum installed on the floor. 

Plans are progressing on the modernization of the second floor of the Sparks Building to create in- 
dividual Sunday School classrooms. Members of the Parish have been asked to try to increase their weekly 
giving to the Church in order to help pay for these improvements. Special envelopes are available for 
those who are not giving in this way but may wish to make a contribution. With the support of all our 
members this work can be easily paid for. 


If you call the Rectory when no one is home your call will now be answered by an operator instead of 
the recording device. The operator will take your message and relay it to the Rector. In case of emer- 
gency, she will be able to get in touch with someone who can be of help. This service is a little more 
personal than the recording machine. 


Occasionally a person will ask if there are still any graves for sale in St. James Cemetery. We do 
have a limited number of single graves (space for two interments) available for sale to our members and 
others. There are also a few lots where 2, 3 or 4 graves may be purchased together. Inquiries concern- 
ing the purchase of graves should be referred to the Rector. 


Confirmation Classes for juniors will begin on Sunday, January 7, 1968 at 4:00 P.M. The classes last 
for- one hour and are held in the Sparks Building. Any young person interested in being Confirmed should 
be present at the first class. Classes for adults will begin later in the year and will be announced in 
the Sunday leaflet. Our Confirmation Service this year is scheduled for Sunday, May 5 at the Church of 
the Saviour. 


The General Convention of the Episcopal Church meeting in Seattle in September approved for trial use 
a new Service of the Holy Communion. This Service does not replace the Prayer Book Service but is to be 
used occasionally to help the Church decide what kind of changes should be made in future revisions of the 
Prayer Book. The new Service is an attempt to restore to our Service some of the customs and practices 
that were used in the early days of the Christian Church. It also uses a more up to date language and 
gives the congregation a larger part in the Service. 

The Clergy of the Diocese have agreed to spend the six month period from January to June 1968 to study 
and try the new Service. During the month of January we will prepare to use the new Service, and then 
from February to June we will use it on a regular basis. The Prayer Book Service will also be used so 
we may have a chance to compare the new with the old. We will also have the opportunity to report our 
ideas and feelings about the new Service by means of a questionnaire which will be distributed later in 
the spring. 

Nearly all the Churches of the Diocese will be taking part in this trial use of the New Liturgy. The 
experience of doing this together should help deepen our understanding of the Holy Communion Service, both 
new and old, as well as help the Episcopal Church decide what form our worship should take in years to 
come. 


Protestant and Roman Catholic Christians throughout the world will be observing the “Week of Prayer 
for Christian Unity” from January 18th to 25th. Prayer leaflets will be available in the Church, and we 
will use a special Litany on Sunday, January 21st at our Services. 


Theological Education Sunday is January 28th. An offering is taken each year to help support our 
seminaries. Last year St. James Church sent $400.00 to the Philadelphia Divinity School and $150.00 to the 
Episcopal Theological School in Cambridge, Massachusetts. Several of our Parish organizations also make 
contributions to the Divinity School. 


Church envelopes for 1968 are in the Church and may be picked up at your convenience. Sets of enve- 
lopes have been prepared for those who have made a pledge for 1968 or who used envelopes last year. Any- 
one desiring a set of envelopes may obtain them by notifying an usher. 


The Church is open daily from 8:30 A.M. to 4:30 P.M. for private prayer and meditation.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL MODERNIZATION PROGRAM 


The program for modernizing the second floor of the Sparks Building is making good progress, and we 
hope to be using the new facilities by Easter. The renovations will provide ten classrooms, an office, a 
storage room and an auditorium which can be used for large meetings, motion pictures and social activities. 
The rooms will be furnished with new tables, chairs and cabinets. In addition to the major work on the sec- 
ond floor there will be some refurbishing done on the first floor to maintain the building in top condition. 

On the basis of last fall’s Every Member Canvass, we expect a substantial increase in our income for 
current expenses this year. In addition to this the Vestry has received about $4,000 to date for the mod- 
ernization fund. This includes a grant of $1,000 from the Society for the Advancement of Christianity in 
Pennsylvania and a bequest of $1,700 from the estate of Edna H. Davis. The balance was received from vol- 
untary gifts and from the Book of Remembrance. By Vestry action all funds received through the Book of Re- 
membrance this year will be applied to the modernization fund. We have recently received notice of a bequest 
of $5,000 from the estate of Frances P. Hammond. The Vestry plans to apply this money also toward the mod- 


ernization program.

THE MODERNIZATION PROGRAM 

By the time this is received the renovations on the Sparks Building should be finished. The work in- 
cludes the complete modernization of the second floor to provide individual rooms for the Sunday School 
classes and a large meeting hall, renovation of the first floor hallway, new lights and painting in a num- 
ber of the other rooms.

At this point in my own life, | am largely an outsider to this kind 
of problem, because my own children have not yet reached their teen-age years. But it seems 
to me, as an outsider, that one of the main problems between young people and adults today 
is the lack of respect each group has for the other. Young people complain that adults do 
not treat them as responsible individuals. Adults, on the other hand, say that young people 
do not always act responsibly. There is some truth, of course, in both these accusations, 
but charges and counter-charges are not going to solve the problem. 


What is needed is for both adults and young people to take a new, fresh look at the 
situation. We adults should look at the world we have created, with its wars, its injustice 
and its poverty, and admit in all honesty that it is not such a perfect job we have done. 
Young people should recognize that they have a tremendous amount of work to do, and a certain 
amount of authority and cooperation is needed to get the work done. The adults in their world 
will take seriously their actions and their conduct. There are no easy answers, but perhaps a 
deepening of respect on each side will help both adults and young people to work together in 
greater harmony. 


It is easy for a young person to talk and dress and act in a manner calculated to an- 
tagonize the adults around him. But he may act in this way because the adults are not will- 
ing to take his opinions and feelings seriously. If we adults treat our teen-agers as not 
having any significant part to play in making the decisions that will help to form the world 
they will be living in, how can we expect them to act as responsible and mature persons? The 
words of Saint Paul are very much to the point: "Children, obey your parents in everything, 
for this pleases the Lord. Fathers, do not provoke your children, lest they become discour- 
aged.'' The relationship between parents and children should be characterized by that mutual 
trust and understanding and respect that a Christian shows to every other human being. 


May you and your families have a blessed and glorious Easter. May you know the love 
of God in your hearts. May you be bound together by the ties of love and trust and respect. 
And may the Spirit of Christ dwell in you richly to bring forth in your lives and the lives 
of all your loved ones the fruits of his kingdom. May we work together for the good of all, 
remembering that Christ came as the servant of all.

My dear Friends: 


One of the most appealing of our Christmas traditions is the poem "A Visit from St. 
Nicholas" or, as it is better known, "'Twas the Night before Christmas" by Clement Clarke 
Moore. This poem has been responsible for many of our ideas about Santa Claus: how he 
flies through the air in his sleigh drawn by eight reindeer; how he comes down the chimney 
and fills the children's stockings; how he is dressed in a bright red suit and has a white 
beard and a round fat belly. Even the names of the reindeer come from this poem. 


It may seem surprising that the author of this poem was a deeply religious man. A 
member of the Episcopal Church, the son of a bishop he donated the land on which the Gen- 
eral Seminary was built in Manhattan. Although he was a layman, he was an expert in Hebrew, 
and he became one of the first professors of the seminary. It is surprising that such a 
man would have- written "The Night before Christmas". 


Still there is something very fitting about it because Christmas combines both the 
deeply religious story of the birth of the Savior of the world and the purely human joy 
of children waiting for Santa Claus. This is Christmas: the coming together of the divine 
and the human; the perfect union of what we are now and what we can be in Christ. The 
story of Santa Claus Clement Moore wrote for his children, and the story of the birth of 
Jesus in Bethlehem are both part of the Christmas story, because Christmas is where God 
and man meet. 


May your joy this Christmas be like that of little children.
